An Arab Agency. 


War we mentioned last week as a rumour in respect to a new 
policy then said to be contemplated in Palestine, turns out to have 
been the truth. We now know that Sir HERBERT SAMUEL offered to 
the Arabs to set up an Arab Agency in all respects identical with the 


Jewish Agency provided for by the Mandate. There is no need for us to — 


repeat here what we have already said we think of this mark of 
perfidiousness on the part of the Government, or of its sickening 
hypocrisy in thus undermining the very purpose of the Mandate 
while yet proclaiming itself determined to carry ovt its pro- 
visions. There is even less reason for us to do so, seeing that the 
Arabs rejected the offer; but we cannot help expressing wonder 
at the stupid bungling which put the British Government in 
the position of being unceremoniously kicked by the Arabs. 
We should have thought that before any formal offer was made, and 
certainly before any publicity was accorded to it, Sir HERREeRt 
SAMUEL would have taken the elemental precaution of ascertaining 
that, if made, the offer it would be accepted. We are more concerned 


with two other points in this latest exhibition of how to truckle ~ 


unsuccessfully. Clearly the setting up of an Arab Agency 
on the lines of the Jewish Agency must have been wlira vires 


without the consent first obtained of the League of Nations — 


and the Zionist Organisation. For the Arab Agency would necessarily 


be an infringement of the provisions made by the one body and the 
privileges accorded to the other on behalf of the Jewish people. 


Was the Zionist Organisation consulted before the offer was 
made to the Arabs? If not, was if the intention of the Government 
to present the matter as a fait accompli, and rely upon Dr. 
WEIZMANN’S well-tried amenability, so amply proved in the case of 


the Churchill Memorandum, for the rest ? Ifthe Zionist Organisation © 


was consulted,’on the other hand, it seems remarkable that not a word 
should have issued from that body to the public, and that the 
Executive of the Organisation (the Actions Committee) should nof 
be called together to consider it untilafter the Arabs had rejected 
it. The fact that the Executive Committee is nof to approach the 


subject until Thursday next, looks as if the Organisation 


were utterly uninformed about the whole transaction. Also that it 
estimates Sir HERBERT SAMUEL and his Administration so lowly 
as to think it possible that, although the Arabs, have rejected 
the offer, he may yet come back to them and pleadingly ask them to 
reconsider their rejection, so that he may have the satisfaction 
of knowing that the Jews in Palestine have no kind or sort of 
privilege which the Arabs do not equally enjoy—save and except, of 
course, the privilege of working and paying for the upbuilding of the 
country,

been urging the necessity for the Jews and Arabs to co-operate har- 
moniously in Palestine. Only afew weeks ago the DUKE OF DEVONSHIRE 
told the Imperial Conference, in so many words, that the chief trouble 
there was what he termed the “ Arab-Jew controversy.’ We 
pointed out at the time that there was no controversy really between 
Arabs and Jews, that it was between the Arabs and the Government, 
and Sir HERBERT SAMUEL’s offer, with its ignominious rejection, 
goes far to prove the correctness of what we said. As, however, 
we have pointed out more than once in these columns, it is difficult 
to believe in the sincerity of the Government when it urges 
Jews and Arabs to co-operate. At least the policy it pursues nega- 
tives any conclusion favourable to its ingenuousness on the point. 
If it were really desired to bring Arabs and Jews together 
surely the last thing that should have entered the mind of the 
Government would be the establishment of two rival Agencies, 
each endowed with like functions from different points of 
view, one Arab and the other Jewish. Nothing that could 
have been devised could help more certainly to exacerbate the 
differences existing between Jews and Arabs. Ifthe purpose really 
was to bring Jews and Arabs into unison, then we should rather 
have thought that, it would have shown itself in some proposition 
to the Zionist Organisation to admit representative Arabs to the 
Jewish Agency; a by no means impracticable suggestion we submit, 
having regard to the wide scope of representation that is now 
contemplated for the Jewish Agency. That, however, by the way. 
Everything the Governmeut is doing, and everything that has been - 
done under Sir Herspert SAMUEND’s High Commissionership by 
the Palestine Administration has, we have no hesitation in saying, 
been directed towards keeping Arabs and Jews at loggerheads— 
and if it has not been done intentionally the evil of it has 
been none the less. Why, we should like to ask, during all the 
time that Sir HERBERT SAMUEL has been in the post he occupies, 
has no attempt been made either in Palestine or in this . 
country to bring representative Jews and representative Arabs into 


National Home, is to be found. Not in vain‘and absurd endeavours 
to placate the Arabs and to present them in response to every 
new demand on their part with the Jewish head on a charger, 
counsel with them and. showing 
them that in promoting Arab aspirations, Jews can as be 
useful and as valuable as Arabs can be of service to Jews in not 
seeking to obstruct and harass Jewish aspirations.

- . WE print verbatim in this issue the remarkable address which 


Congress that met in New York. It is inordinately long and 
distressingly acrid in tone, and we are not surprised to learn that its 
delivery created violent resentment and elicited the very strongest 
protests. For Mr. ZANGWILL, essaying to describe the position of 
Jewry to-day, noé alone painted the picture in unrelieved black, 
but made some statements that would not bear the test of five 
minutes’ argument. The Jewish world-position is in very sooth 
piteous and perilous. It is full of menace not alone, as we hold, to 
Jewry but quite as much, if not really more, to the world at 
large. Itconstitutes,as Lord Ropert Ceci said the other day, a grave 
anomaly and anomalies invariably mean trouble. We agree, 
too, that the attitude of Jewry to Jewish problems and 
particularly to the question, the greatest and most importang 
question that can concern it, its renationalisation, shows that—to 
employ the words of Herz, which Mr. ZANGWILL quoted—though 
a great opportunity has come to Jews, they have proved themselves 

in regardto it a small people. But where, in our view, Mr. ZANGWILD

ment of the religious aspects of the great Jewry in America, showed 
that there are, however comparatively sparsely they may be found, 
Jews, who, no less than Mr, ZANGWILL himself, are seized with the 
urgent necessity of putting forth what energy they can command for | 
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remedying the ills so many of which Mr. ZANGWILL so ruthlessly 
exposed in his address; And then to travel from the general to the 
particular, what justification was there for Mr. ZANG@WILE to declare 
that he “has wasted’ more time upon the Jewish problem than 
any living man,” unless he wishes us to accentuate the word 
“ wasted?” Taking his own account, what has he done in this 
war which Jewry has been called upon to wage with the slings 
and arrows of outrageous fortune since the Balfour Declaration was 
promulgated? He tells us that as President he “ suspended” the 
“ activities” of the Jewish Territorial Organisation “so as to give 
‘Zionism a fair fighting chance.” Really, Mr. ZANGWILL must think 
our memories preternaturally short, or our sense of humour dulled 
to bluntness, if he supposes that the ludicrousness of saying that 
the “activities” of a body which in 1917 was virtually moribund 
were “suspended,” or that Zionism and Itoism were then, or at 
any other time, in serious rivairy for the acceptance of the Jewish 
- people, will not be apparent; And for the rest? He spoke af 
the meeting which welcomed the Balfour Declaration, and 
obtained the assent of Lord LANSDOWNE to it! It seems a pity 
that Mr. ZANGWILL, who has “wasted” so much time on the

That 
indeed has been our complaint all along, ever since it was manifest

- Forwm, a monthly magazine published in New York. It was 

written by Mr. Harry R. Richmond, who up till less than a 
couple of years ago was a Reform Rabbi. He threw up his 
Rabbinate and became a workman in a big factory. His article 


is a sort of “apologia pro vita sua” and he explains in striking | 


Ianguage why he cast the dust of the pulpit from off his 


feet. He says, in so many words, that it was the humbug of the _ 


profession as it is practised that made him leave it. It was the 

misapprehension of his office and his place, which is not so much 

inherent in as it is forced upon the modern Rabbi. It was the sense 

of hopelessness that pervaded him of being able to do justice to his 

calling that made him reject the rank of Rev.,and adopt that of Mr. 


Mr. Richmond tells American Reform Judaism in no uncertain 
tones what he sees amiss with it. He says that if it wishes to 
fulfil anything of its mission, if must remember this one -thing: 
The Jew can suffer comparatively with impunity war, famine, 
misery, any physical trouble, but he cannot outlive spiritual 
deterioration. “The Jew ends there!” says Mr. Richmond. And so 

he declares: | | 

| To halt the spiritual deterioration in our midst is the special duty 
of Reform Judaism since it claims leadership in American Israel, 
‘This involves not only a transvaluation of values, a retirement of pet 
principles, and a change of front, buta profound realisation that with- 
out the triumph of the spirit all our labours are in vain. Our first 
effort, therefore, must bein the direction of a spiritual enrichment of 
the content of life, at home and in the synagogue. We murdered 

 gpirituality, banished mysticism, and declared war on ceremonies, 
Let us now make a complete face-about, cleanse the Temple, 
rejuvenate the spirit, recreate ceremonies, and, once for all, remove 
the guilt hurled at us again and again that our services are cold and 
lifeless. Not the Temple, but the ritual, needs a complete over- 
hauling to make it vibrant, stimulating, and inspiring. Universals 
we shall have, but they must be spiritualised. Isaiah was not only 

a great universalist but, also, a great spirit. At notimeecan weafford 

to enthrone rationalism at the expense of spirituality. Truly, my

There is, however, more than one sign of dissatisfaction in the 


present condition of American Jewry, and particularly of its spiritual | 


guidance. Here, for instance, is an article in the Jewish Tribune of 
New York, by Dr. Joel Blau, whose remarkable contributions on 
Zionism to some of the foremost American magazines have been 
reprinted in the Jewish Chronicle. Rabbi Blau pleads for a rever- 
sion to Rabbinism, in at least one respect. For he says: 


Are we not paying too dearly for congregational autonomy ? 
Anybody can come along caparisoned in something that resembles a 
ministerial garb, ard weaponed with something that resembles the 

English language, allege that he is a rabbi or reverend or what uot ; 
and, particularly if he flatters the women, get himself elected and, 
as the common phrase goes, get away with murder —a procedare ia 
which the murder of the Anglo-Saxon tongue is the least offence and 
the destruction of all Jewish decencies the greatest. 

| The crying need in order to cure our Jewish ills is: the restoration 
of the rabbinic office to its pristine dignity and independence. There 
are altogether too many laymen in positions of leadership, and their 
influence is not always wholeseme, not always ‘on the side of the 
angels.” We require rabbis, real rabbis, not glib vaudeville heroes, 
not fake reverends, to re-establish the standards of decency and 
responsibility in the Jewish community, and to serve as a balancing 


force to the materialistic outlook of the Jewish laity. How are we 


going to get that pulpit of power, to which I have referred, while all 
these “ chicken-eaters”” darken the landscape with the mock sanctity 
of their long frock coats?

Death of Dr. S. A. Hirsch. 
We regret to announce that Dr. 'S. A. Hirsch, who, as previously 


stated in this journal, had for some weeks been lying seriously ill at | 


the Willesden Cottage Hospital, died there on Monday morning lasfé. 

Dr. 8S. A. Hirsch was born in Amsterdam in 1845, being descended from 

a family with notable rabbinical traditions. It migrated from Fraukfort- 

on-the-Oder to Holland ay the beginning of the eighteenth century. 

The deceased was the youngest of thirteen. His father, Samuel Hirsch, 

a distinguished scholar, died before he was born, and Hirsch owed hia 

introduction to the study of the Bible and Rabbinics to his eldest brother 

who was the spiritual head of the Amsterdam community. At the age of 

nineteen he entered Berlin University where he studied for four years, 

also visiting the Beth Hamedrash where he studied Rabbinics under 

Rabbi Rosenstein. Rabbi Rosenstein’s son, afterwards famous as Prot. 

Rosenstein, of Leyden University, was then private lecturer at Borlin 

University, and, having received a call to Groningen, wont to Dr. Hirsch 

for lessonsin Dutch. It was then thathe may be said tohave commenced 

‘his career asa teacher. In 1867 ho went to Frankfort to take up a posi- 
tion at the Jewish Secondary School founded by the famous Rabhi 

Samson Raphael Hirsch, to whom, however, he was not related. Rabbi 
Hirsch’s son had been a fellow-studentin Berlin. During his stayin Berlin 
Dr. Hirsch had made the acquaintance of Dr. Michael Friedlander, who was 
about ten years his senior. Aftera stay in Russia (where he married), 
he came to London as a private teacher, and resumed. his friendship with 
Dr. Friedlander, who recommended him for the post of Theological tutor 
at Jews’ College, where he taught without intermission from 159) uatil 
his retirement in 1912, when he was appointed Emeritus Professor, anda 


complimentary dinner was teadered to him by the Jews’ College Union © 


Society. On that occasion the Rev. A. A. Green. who presided, in the 
course of a fine tribute to Dr. Hirsch, said that when he came to the College 
he was not an Englishman, but he very rapidly showed them that he knew 
as much Eaglish as the students. Hoe rather fancied, Mr. Green went on 
to say, that Dr. Hirsch spoke better English than most of them, and 
they were amazed that this foreign scholar, coming from another country, 
had such a complete grasp of English literature. He knew his Dickens 
thoroughly; he knew his Macaulay; he knew the English poets and 
classics, and he fell into the ways of the Anglo-Jewish Community with 
an ease and rapidity which showed him af once to be a man of much 
adaptability and understanding. Dr. Hirsch showed his acquaintance 
with English literature in a paper, “Some Literary Trifles,” which he read 
over twenty years ago before the College Literary Society, discussing 


the Jewish references in the works-of Dickens, Georges Eliot and other | 


writers. 

Almost immediately after settling in London, Dr. Hirsch was invited 
to edit the Jewish Standard, to which Mr. Zanugwill contributed an 
amusing column entitled Morowr and Charoseth (a parody of “ Mustard 
and Cress” in the Referee), Mr. Zangwill alludes to the paper ia the 
‘Children of the Ghetto,” whore it is referred to asthe Flag. The journal 
gave Dr. Hirsch an opportunity of expounding his rigidly orthodox views, 


tempered by a humour which often, however, found expression in caustic 
‘Sarcasm. 


Some years ago Dr. Hirsch described in the Jewish Chronicle the 
genesis and demise of this organ: : 
-.. [ do not know how many editors the paper had before I undertook the 
editorship. I dare not make a guess. I believe that the proprietorship changed 
~ hands, perhaps, as frequently. Its originators intended to raise in Eucland the 
banner of observant, traditional Judaism, and the Jewish Standard was to be the 
bulwark against the ouslaughts:levelled against it in this country. The under- 
_ taking had no vitality from the beginning. Those who initiated it had plenty 
of zeal; their intentions were of the purest, their sincerity unquestionable, and 
yet they produced only & moribund child. They did not realiss that an. under- 
taking of that kind required mousy. Howsordid! They set to work without 
having the slightest notion of the amount of capita! necessary for the success 
Of sucha paper. I believe they had just enough money to pay for the printing 
and distribution of a few numbers, and for salaries and office expenses for a few 
months, and they devoutly hoped that after that time the paper would be selif- 
supporting at theveryleast. ‘The concern was, financially, a continuous struggle 
tilltheend. I was asked to undertake the editorship and to try what I could do 
The first number edited by me appeared on May 9ih, 1890. A fortnight after, 
the proprietor insisted on my name appearing on the first page as its editor. 
This was another mistake. The anonymous editorial ‘‘ We’ exercises a certain 
mysterious power im a paper like that. I had te work singie-handed. Every 
leader and leaderette, every special article, review, foreign intelligence, etc. was 
provided by me solely. Mr. Israel Zangwill continued to contribute humoresq ues 
and racy skits on commaunal affairs. For the rest, there was no money to pay 
for contributions. Every number was worked at a loss. A limited company 
was formed for the purpose of placing the concern on its feet. Bat in vain. 


Shorily after the demise of the Jewish Standard, the deceased, 
who was a strong supporter of the Chovevi Zion Movement and for 
a time Secretary to the English branch, undertook the editorship of 
Palestina, the Chovevi Zion quarterly. The first number appeared in 


October, 1892, and the last number contained a report of the Zionist 


Conference at the Clerkenwell Town Hallin March, 1898. Dr. Hirsch’s 
address on that occasion has been reprinted in his “Book of Essays.” 
He did not, however, join the Zionist Movement, which supported Herzl 
and the Basle Programme. | 
It is as wise teacher, profound scholar, and acute essayist that Dr. 
Hirsch will be best remembored. He published a volume of essays in 1905 
under the auspices of the Jewish Historical Society, of which he became 
President four years later. The principal essay in the book was ou 
“Early English Hebraists: Roger Bacon and his Pradecessors.” Dr. 
Hirsch was vue of the chief authorities on Roger Bacon, and he collaborated 
with Monsignor Nolan in editing from MSS. Roger Bacon's Greek Grammar 
and a fragment of his Hebrew Grammar. Healso contributed an essay on 
Roger Bacon and Philology” toa volume of essays published on the seventh 
centenary of Roger Bacon’s birth. He was an honoured guest at an official 
luncheon on the occasion of the unveiling of a statue of Bacon at Oxford. 
This function was attended by the presert Pope, who was then Librarian 
at the Vatican. Dr. Hirsch translated for the Text and Translation Society 
& commentary on the Book of Job, trom a manuscript in the Cambridge 
University Library. Last year a further volume of essays from his pen 
The Cabbalists, and other Essays” was published, his old friend and 
journalistic colleague, Mr. Zangwill, having interested himeelf in itg 
publication. Dr. Hirsch’s defence of the Cabbala asa philosophic system 
aroused widespread interest. Another essay in the volume entitled 
Prolegomena to a Pailosophy of the Jewish Religion” (a paper 
read before the Jews’ College Union Society) revealed Dr. Hirsch’s 
olear and logical mind, and showed him asa Jewish theologian with the 
power of expressing philosophic concepts intelligibly without the use of 
the jargon so beloved of modern philosophers. An essay on the Temple 
of Oaias which he contributed to the Jews’ College Jubilee Volume was 
romarkable for a very shrewd prophecy, Dr. Hirsch foretold that the 
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Temple of Onias would prove to have been nob the only Jewish sacrificig; 
centre in Egypt, and two years later the discovery of the Assuan Papyri 


- fully bore out this prediction. 


Dr. Hirsch was a frequent contributor to the Jewish Chronicle, ag 
also to several reviews here and abroad, and having an acute but beng. 
volent critical faculty, himself sat in judgment on the works of other 
scholars. He figured largely in the correspondence columns of. tha 
Jewish Chronicle when the Chovevi Zion movement had to define it, 
attitude to Dr. Herzi’s larger creation, 

The deceased married Théophilie Pollak, a Russian lady of singular 
piety and charm of disposition, who died in 1919, and Dr, Hirsch felt the 
loss of his loyal helpmeet very deeply. He leaves a family of four song 
and three daughters. One of his sons is the Rev. David Hirsch, Welfare 
Minister of the United Synagogue and a devoted East End worker. 


The Funeral. 


_ The funeral was on Wednesday, at Willesden, and was attended by 
the Rev. David Hirsch and Messrs. J. Deer and Julius M. Hurst, sons; 
the Chief Rabbi, the Haham; Principal Dr. Biichler, Dr. H. Hirschfeld, 
Dr. Marmorstein, and Mr. Kilner representing the Staff of Jews’ College, 


Mr. S. Japhet, a member of the Council, and Mr. M. Stephany, the 
Secretary; Dayan Feldman, Dayan Lazarus, and Dayan Mendelsohn, 


Rabbi Sir Hermann Gollancz, and nearly all the London clergy. Rabbi 
Harris Cohen was unable to attend in consequence of absence from 
town. The service was conducted by the Revs. H. L. Price and G, 
Prince, of the St. John’s Wood Synagogue, which the deceased attended, 
the Revs. A. A. Green, J. F. Stern, and Michael Adler, D.5S.O., all former 
students of Dr. Hirsch. 

Prior to the service, the Rev. H. L. Price delivered the following 
address: We are gathered together to pay the last sad office of respect 
to a teacher and sage in Israel whom we all in his lifetime revered and 
loved. Samuel Abraham Hirschis no more. His soul has returned to 
God, his earthly remains are about to be borne to the silent grave. But 
though his place shall know him no more, the fragrant memory of Dr, 


Hirsch will long be presetved in many loving hearts. What was it that 


won for our departed the esteem and regard of all who knew him? 


What was it that caused his name to be pronounced with affection. 


ate reverence? Not because of his eminence in learning—and he 
was a ripe scholar and thinker, a lover of learning, aud @ student 
to the last day of his long life—not because of his contributions to 
Jewish science, valuable though they are, not his communal 
influence, for he loved retiremant, but because of the good man, the 
man of purest heart, the man with a soul free from guile and guise, 
the man of tender and affectionate disposition. Nor this alone. Because 


also of his work, which he pursued with unremitting zeal and unflagging : 


energies. In that teaching profession, which strains to the fullest tension 
every faculty of tho mind, he never faltered. He laboured well, and 


long to imbue his students with a lofty and consisten$ conception of 


traditional Judaism and the truthfulness of its teachings. Many present 
to-day were his disciples, his spiritual children. Manyare here who owe 
much to the teacher. whose every word had the ring of a holy conviction. 


The doctrine he taught was to him no empty sound, but a vital doctrine 


determining his actions and thoughts. No one could work under him 
and not catch his spirit and his enthusiasm. -By precept and example 
he helped to increase the number of the learned and pious in Jewry. 
“Greater is he who inspires others to action,” say our sages, “than he 
who does great things himself.” Dr. Hirsch has left living memorilais of 
himself, who are continuing his work. And this learned and pious man 
has gone from us, has been summoned to the soy Sey maa “the 
Academy on High.” His innate piety, his staunch belief in God and 
immortality, stood him in good stead during the months of his decline, 
and he was prepared forthe approaching end. We affectionately syuipa- 
thise with the grief of those who were so near and deartohim. We share 
it. Itis ours also, for we feel the truth of the Talmudic declaration, 
ramp 531 naw oon “When a sage dies, all arethis relatives.” Peace 
to his soul. May he go to his well-earned recompense in the realms of 
immortality under the shadow of the Divine wings of mercy!

Death of the Hon. N, Charles Rothschild. 


The relatives of the Hon. N. Charles Rothschild, whose tragic 
death, at the early age of forty-six, oceurred at his residence, Ashton 
Wold, near Oundle, last Friday, will be assured of the deepest 
sympathy everywhere. For some time the health of the deceased 
had not been robust, and during last week he had shown unmistake- 
able signs of depression. 

The Hon. Nathaniel Charles Rothschild was the second son of the 
first Lord Rothschild, and was presumptive heir to the Barony, his brother, 


_ the present Lord Rothschild, being unmarried and therefore without an 


heir. Their only sister is the Hon. Mrs. Clive Behrens. Some years ago the 
deceased retired, on account of ill-health, from his partnershipin the firm of 
Messrs. N. M. Rothschild and Sons, but retained until his death the Chair- 
manship of the Alliance Assurance Company, in which he succeeded his 
fathor. He had been High Sheriff of Northampton, and was at the time 
of his death, President of the Natural History Society, of Northampton. 
He married, in 1907, Roziska, daughter of Captain Alfred Elder von 
Wertheimstein, of Nagyvarad, Hungary. He is survived by the widow, 
and one son, Nathaniel Mayer Victor Rothschild, now twelve years of age, 
who becomes heir presumptive to the title, and three daughters. 

Mr. Rothschild was educated at Harrow and Trinity College, 
Cambridge, where he graduated as M.A. Like his elder brother, the 
present Lord Rothschild, he took a deep interest in natural science. 
His special taste was for entomology, and he studied particularly 
the little-known species of siphonaptera, or fleas. The great difficulty 
in collecting or describing these parasites has always lain in the 
fact that on the death of the mammals or birds on whom they 
live, and the consequent cooling of the bodies, they generally fall 
away. Mr. Rothschild devoted considerable sums of money to having 
freshly-killed bodies of rare birds and mammals searched and their 
parasites collected as soon as possible after death. In course 
of time he thus acquired a unique collection, He found that 
each kind of flea, many of which be himself described 2nd named, 


inhabited, to a large extent, only Certain species of mauels 


or birds, and that it was thus possible to classify these by thé 
parasites they harboured. Mr. Rothschild devoted an attention to 


this phonomenon, and following the discovery that plague was conveyed 
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to human beings by fleas that had lived on certain rats, the exact nature 
of these parasites became a matter of considerable importance. Mr. 
Rothschild’s researches and the specimens he had obtained thus assumed 
a value that even the collector himself had not anticipated. By means 


of his specimens, the deceased had prepared and circulated to various 


museums and hospitals a remarkable enlarged drawing of the plague 
flea, which has been of great assistance in combating the disease. 

His cousin, Lady Battersea, in her book of Reminiscences, refers to the 
deceased thus: 

‘Charles, his (Lord Rothschild’s) brother, has the same very marked turn 
for natural science, in his case, chiefly directed to the study of the insect world, 
in which he has long been recognised as an expert. He was consulted some 
years ago by our Government as to the origin of the bubonic Plagne, 
paid to have been imported into Europe through the parasites of rats; 
this has been engrossing his careful attention for some time. Charles is also 
much occupied with the culture of certain bulbs, growing them with care in his 
own very utiful gardens in Ashton Wold. He has married Roszika, a 
Hungarian, who will, I think, play a very prominent part in the family history

very remarkable woman, with much nobility and strength o 

Of a most kindly and charitable disposition, the deceased was 
possessed of great intelligence and much scientific capacity. He was, 
furthermore, of an unusually modest and retiring nature. He will long 
be mourned by a large circle of friends, whose sympathy will be extended 
above all to his aged mother, Lady Rothschild. 


_ The following is a report given of the inquest before the Welling- 
borough Coroner. 


James Stewart, a bailiff in the employ of the deceased, said Mr. Rothschild 


bad resided at Ashton Wold for the past twenty years. He was not very robust, | 


but was not attended by a doctor, 


Witness last saw him aliveon Monday or Tuesday, when he was out walking. 
On Friday he was called to the house by Dr. Turner. They forced open the 
Jocked door of the bathroom and found deceased lying on the floor. 

Dr. B. R. Turner said deceased was lying with his throat cut. He was dead, 
and had been so forafew minutes. The wound was self-inflicted, and witness 
found a razor on the tablein the bathroom. Witness had not attended deceased 


: previously for some years. 


He did not know of any reason why he should have committed suicide. Mr. 
Rothschild was, so far as witness knew, quite happy and cheerful at home, and 
had nothing to worry him. 

Mr. K. Jordan, of Tring, curator at Lord Rothschild’s museum, said he came 
to Ashton Wold last Wednesday to see deceased on a scientific matter. Deceased 
was interested in natural history. Mr. Rothschild suffered from depression. 

_ Deceased said he ‘could hear voices.” This had been going on for a long 
time. He had been medically attended in London, and witness was told by the 
doctor to try and keep him cheerful. So far as witness knew he had nothing 
to worry him. 

_ On Friday he talked to deceased and tried to get him cheerful. He left 
him for about ten minutes, and he was then gent for by Mrs. Rothschild. She 
said deceased was in the bathroom and had locked the door. 

‘“{ ran upstairs,’’ continued the witness, ‘‘and found the bathroom door 
fastened from the inside. I called to the deceased, but got no answer. I went 
to the balcony, broke the bathroom window, and looked in, and saw deceased 
lying on the floor. Just then Dr. Turner entered by the door.” 


Witness added that the deceased had nevar threatened suicide. He wag 


not dangerous to others, but apparently to himself. He had said to witness, 


‘Tam going mad.”

RABBI §. DANZIGER (Alexandroy). 


Rabbi Samuel Hirsch Danziger, who has just died at Alexandrov, 
in his sixty-seventh year, was one of the most popular of the “ Wonder 
Rabbis” of Poland. Known as the J’sadick of Alexander, he was for the 
last sixteen years a notable figure in Poland, where he had an immense 
Chassidic following. His fatal illness is said to be directly traceable to 
an incident in 1914, when the Russian Cossacks at Radom executed his 
eldest son and his son’s father-in-law, as well as another Jew, on the 
pretext, since shown to be entirely groundless, that they were active 
pro-Germans. 


Mr. EMILE BERR (Paris). 


Mr. Emile Berr, the well-known journalist and writer, who passed 
away this week, bad been a member of the editorial staff of the Figaro 
since 1888. Mr. Robert de Flers, director of the journal, to which the 
deceased had devoted his lHfe, described him at the funeral, alluding to 
the fact that Mr. Berr took charge of campaigns in connection with the 
paper for philanthropic and humanitarian causes, as “The Vincent de 
Paul of the Press.” Berr, who was an officer of the Legion of Honour, 
was the brother of the artist Georges Berr, of the Comédie Frangaise, a 
professor at the National Conservatoire of Music and Elocution. The

Mr. ISAAC ARON COHEN. 
The death has ocourred in London this week, at the venerable age 
of ninety-two years, of Mr. Isaac Aron Cohen. A man of great piety, 
Considerable learning, and unbending orthodoxy, he was one of the 


founders of the Kalischer Synagogue, of which he was for some yoars 
Honorary Reader. He also founded a Benevolent Society in connection 
with the synagogue, and for a long time acted as its Secretary. Tho 
Home for Aged Jews, too, owes its inception in part to the deceased. 
Until eight weeks ago, Mr. Cohen was a regular attendant, mornings 


and evenings, at the synagogue in Great Alie Street, whatever the 


weather conditions. He was generally esteemed for his devotion to his 
religion, his unfailing charity, and his kindly disposition. His losa is 
mourned by his son and three daughters,

But in his fifty-fiftth year, Dr. Gerson Lange has died at Frankfort- 
on-Main. He was a pupil of Hildesheimer, and Director of the Orthodox

Proposed Jewish Statistical Society. 


Material for Calculation. 


From Mr. ARTHUR E,. FRANKLIN, J.P. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 

Sirn,— When, a few weeks ago, the Jewish Chronicle advocated the 
re-establishment of a Jewish Statistical Society, I endeavoured to ascer- 
tain what material existed on which to base the calculations necessary 
to form some estimate of the Jewish population of Great Britain. 

Failing any record of religions in the Census, one must turn to our 
communal organisations, to see what information they possess. ; | 

The lists of seatholders in synagogues do not give any information as 
to the number of individuals represented, and, at least in the larger 


Cities, there are large numbers of Jews who are not members of any 


synagogue. | 
The only reliable figures are contained in the records of burials, but 
even these are not satisfactory for our purpose, unless they are sufficiently 
large to allow for analysis. It seems, therefore, that it is not possible 
to deal with local burial figures, except in the case of London, where the 
United Synagogue accounts for 1,124 and the Federation for 859. The 
returns of all other districts would have to be amalgamated to obtain a 
combined total, and then re-divided in accordance with the proportions 
shown in the Synagogue membership lists. There, however, we finda 
fresh difficulty, because whilst some congregations keep their records

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Plot Against Rumanian Cabinet. 
Anti-Semites} Arrested. 
[From our Correspondent. | BUCHAREST. 


The Government has issued an official statement announcing the 
discovery of a plot to assassinate the Premier, Mr. Bratianu, and several 
members of his Cabinet. Stores of arms and important documents have 
been discovered. Eight persons have been arrested, including Professor 
Codreanu, one of the chief Heutenants of the anti-Semitic leader, Pro- 
fessor Cuza. All the prisoners have confessed. Several high personages 
are understood to be implicated. The conspirators are members of the 
anti-Semitic Fascisti organisation in Rumania. 
assassination of the Premier and his Ministers was decided upon as & 
protest against the Government's recent measures to protect the Jewish 
population against the pogrom agitation of the anti-Semites, particularly 
the prohibition of the Congress of the anti-Semitic Christian National 
Association called for Caernowitz. 

Serious rioting occurred in the synagogue of the town of Telsocviso, 
in Transylvania, on Simchat Torah. The newly appointed Rabbi of the 
town, Rabbi Hager, a son of the Rabbi of Ziznitz, had insisted that all 
Jewish married women should crop their hair and wear the Shai‘el, On 
_ Yom Kippur he ordered all women who had not obeyed his instructions 
to leave the synagogue, and when they refused,'he himselfand his Chazan 
quitted the building. On Simchat Torah police were posted outside 
the synagogue to prevent the entrance of women wearing their 
own hair.

Polish Sejm and the Numerus Clausus. 
Great Explosion in Warsaw. 
. [From our Correspondent, | WARSAW. 


Much activity has been displayed in the Polish Sejm recently on the 
- question of the numerus clausus. The Jewish deputies intend to impeach 
the Minister for Education for having issued a circular contrary to the 
provisions of the Constitution. The Jewish parliamentary group has also 
introduced an interpellation against the mwmerus clausus. The urgency 
of the interpellation has been rejected by the Sejm. 
The Club of Jewish Deputies has decided to join the Opposition Bloc. 
- he Jewish quarter, and especially the Nalewki district, has suffered 
very heavily in the great explosion of Fort Number Four in this city, the 
majority of the killed and wounded being Jews. The material losses, too, 
are enormous. It is estimated that 200 persons were killed, and over 
1,000 wounded. The Sejm suspended its sitting as an expression of 
sympathy with the sufferers.

Land Returned to Jewish Peasants, 
Important Decision in the Ukraine. 
The Berlin office of the “O.R.T.” has received a report of an 


important trial which has been held in the town of Balta, in the provincg — 


of Pondolia, in the Ukraine, effecting the status of the Jewish landworkerg 
in many parts of the Ukraine, The Jewish colonists of the village of 
Abasovka, at the time of the pogroms in 1919-20, made an agreement 
with the peasants of the neighbourhood, under the pressure of terrorisy 
acts, transferring to them their fields and houses. The Jewish colonistg 
now asked that the agreement should be annulled and their houses and 
lds returned to them. | 

The “O.R.T.” instructed counsel on behalf of the Jewish colonista, 
and according to the message now received in Berlin, the District Com. 
mission, after hearing the case, has annulled the agreement. Tha 
peasants are appealing tothe Government Commission, which will decidg 
the matter finally during the present month. : | | 


Jewish National Assembly in Lithuania. 


First’ Election Results. 
[From our Correspondent.) KOVNO. 
The first results of the elections to the Jewish National Assembly in 
Lithuania are now to hand. Returns have been made from 145 con. 
stituencies, with an electorate of 42,000. Results have still to come from 
thirty-five constituencies, with an electorate of 5,000. So far, the Zionists 
hold first place, having polled about 9,000 votes. The Mizrachists are 
gecond with a vote of 8,500, the Zionist Labour Confederation Hitachduth 
The Zeire Zion have polled 4,500 votes, the 
Radical Labour Party 6,000 votes, the Artisans over 3,000 votes, the 
People’s Party 2,000, and the Left Poaie Zion 1,500. It is expected that 


the Zionists will have about twenty seats, the Mizrachists eighteen, the ~ 


Hitachduth and the Radical Labour Party twelve each, the Zeire Zion 
eight to ten, the People’s Party four, and the Left Poale Zion three. 
This would mean that the present majority on the Council (Zionists, 
Mizrachists, and Hitachduth) would be again in power, with about fifty 


' geats against about thirty of the Opposition.

The Numerus Clausus in Poland. 
From Dr. Selig Brodetsky. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. | 
§1R,—In the current issue of the Jewish Chronicle you quote the 
French Premier, Mr. Poincaré, with reference to the question of the 
numerus clausus in Poland. Mr. Poincaré says: “. . . before the 
question comes up again the situation will have been examined more 
carefully, and the Sejm will, in consequence, refuse to agree to anything 
which is in conflict with the terms of the Peace Treaty of June, 28th, 1919,” 


The implication of this is that the postponement of the consideration 
of the Bill on the nwmerus clausus which was introduced into the Polish 
Sejm some time back, means a postponement of the enforcement of such 
methods of exclusion of Jewish students from the Universities in Poland. 
I am sorry to have to say that this in not borne out by the information 


I was able to gather during my recent visit to Poland. The nwmerus 


clausus is enforced officially in some Universities and Colleges, and the 
recent action of the Minister of Education cannot but lead to the further 
extension of this reactionary practice, a practice which is moreover in 


direct opposition to the provisions of the Peace Treaty mentioned by 
‘Mr. Poincaré. 


I shall not quote any other evidence than that given by the Minister 
of Education (called in Poland the Minister of Religion and Public 
Instruction), Professor Glombinski, in an interview granted to the corre- 


epondent of the Gazeta Warszawska, about five weeks ago. 


CORRESPONDENT: What about the question of numerus clausus? 2 | 
Professor GLOMBINSKI: I know this question arouses great public interest. 
We must remember that the numerus clausus was already introduced into the 
universities and other higher educational institutions by the Act of 1920 dealing 
with the universities and other higher educational! institutions. Section 86 of this 


Act states clearly that, when necessary, the Boards of Faculties have the right, 
with the consent of the Ministry of Religion and Public Instruction, to intro- 


duce restrictions on the number of students admitted. Basing themselves on 
this paragraph, some Boards of Faculties have already introduced the numerus 
clausus, and they were not, and are not, bound by any restrictions concerning their 
duty to admit members of the so-calied National Minorities. The question of 
numerus clausus became the ey 508 of popular discussion only when a former 
Minister of Religion and Public Instruction refused to sanction the introdution 
of the numerus clausus into the University of Lwow (Lemberg). The Polish 
academic youth then began to agitate at their meetings for the general intro- 
dution of the numerus clausus for the National Minorities, and for the adoption 
by the Sejm of an Act making it compulsory for all higher educational 
institutions, independently of the will of any individual Minister. The Bill 
submitted to the Sejm by the Popular National Party has been accepted in the 
Cultura! Commission in a slightly amended form, with my consent. Without 
awaiting, however, the further fortunes of this bill in full Sejm and Senate, I 
have issued an Order in which I give my consent, in advance, to the introduction 
of the numerus clausus in all Faculties of the Universities and other Higher 
iducational Institutions, ided, of course, that the Boards of Faculties pase 
resolutions in accordance with Sec. 86 of the above Act. 
CORRESPONDENT. —Does then the introduction of the Numerus Clausus in the 
presens ogederaic year depend entirely upon the good will of the Boards of 
culties 
PRoF. GLOMBINSKI.—It depends entirely on their decisions. Such an Order 
is positive in the sense that it does not restrict the autonomy of Academic 
lnstitutions, and allows them to adapt themselves to existing conditions. But 


_ it is negative in the sense that it does not.impose a duty on all. At any rate in 


the present academic year the decision concerning the introduction of the Numerus 
Clausus lies entirely in the hands of the Boards of Faculties. 

The italics are in accordance with the original Polish. The second 
question of the correspondent betrays the attitude of the Gazeta Ware- 
zaweka itself. Those who understand the trend of Polish policy know that 
the postponement of the consideration of the proposed Bill is of little or 
no consequence. The Jewish youth of Poland is denied full opportunity 
of study, and the mantie of Tsarist Russia has fallen upon the shoulders 


of the New Poland.

LECTURE AT THE MACCABEANS. 


Mr. A. G. K. Hayter, M.A., Cambridge University Lecturer in 
Egyptology, delivered a lecture to the Maccabeans on Sunday at the 
University of London Club on “ Egyptand Bivtlical Contacts.” The lecture 
‘was illustrated by lantern slides. Mr. A. M. L, Langdon, K.C., presided. 
‘Mr. HAYTER showed that even in the pre-dynastic period (before 
8400 B.O.5.) there were connections between Egypt and the Semitic races of 
the north as revealed by similar pottery, seals, etc., which had been dig- 
covered both in Egypt and Babylonia. He dealt with the chronology of the 
Exodus, setting forth the rival claims and the evidence in support of each. 
He particularly alluded to the suggested identification of Tutankhamen 
with the Pharaoh of the Oppression. He showed photographs of inscrip- 
tions and monuments associated with the various Egyptian monarchs 
involved, and concluded with a series of photographs connected with the

- Exhibition at Whitechapel Art Gallery. 


[First NOTICE.] 


Those who are fond of discussing the question as to whether taere is 
a“ Jewish Art” will find much food for thought in the “ Exhibition of 


* Works by Jewish Artists,” arranged by the Society of Jewish Artists at 


the Whitechapel Art Gallery. There is, as the title of the exhibition 
seems to admit, a very big difference between Jewish art and work by 
Jewish artists. It would indeed be difficult to reduce the works on show 
toa “ common multiple,” and to describe them as belonging to thse “ Jewish 
School” as one speaks of a Dutch or a Spanish School. Here and there 
one may point to works as bearing a distinctively Jewish character, but the 
goneral impression one derives is of a diversity as wide as the Jewish 


. galuth, and of assimilation more rampant in the sphere of art than it isin 


the social and ethnological spheres. | 
The Exhibition is very uneven. There is an amazing galaxy of talent 


side by side with a choice collection of first-class rabbish. In its . 


endeavours to make the Exhibition “representative” the Society seems 
$o have gone on the principle that it should be representative of the 
worst as well as the best of the work of Jewish artists in this country. 
There are some notable absentees, and one hopes that their aloofness 
was not due to anything in the nature of snobbery, a quality one can hardly 
associate, for instance, with that geniai Academician, Mr. Solomon J. 
Solomon. Yet the lack of any example from his brush makes the exhibition 
not as representative as its promoters evidently desired to make it. Mr. 


Isaac Cohen and Miss Flora Lion are others who ought to have been — 


represented. The hanging has been done on the whole with admirable 
taste, and one wishes one could, with an equally clear conscience, com- 
pliment the compilers of the catalogue, which badly needs the services of 
proof-reader. 
Some of the best work in the Exhibition (likewise some of the worst) 
has been relegated to the Upper Gallery, where some fine examples of 


the art of Mr. Pilichowski are to be seen. His vivid study of Mr. 
- Moscovitch as Shylock, contrasts well with the more reposeful portrait of | 
Mr. Sokolow, a much more successful effort. than the study of Mr. Zang- 


will, whom the artist has affectionately made much too good-looking! 
A atudy for “The Daughters of Israel” (which many justifiably regard as 
Pilichowski’s masterpiece) arrests by its tender portraiture and the 
skilful posing and treatment of textures. It was, perhaps, unfair to Mr. 
Mark Wayner to place his “Feast of Tabernacles” so near to the 
Pilichowski pictures, as it inevitably invites comparison with the latter’s

A NEW JUDAISM NEEDED?’ 


From Mr. N. S. Burstein. | 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sin —~At the present jancture, when “the earth is still reeling like 
drunken man, the inhabitants thereof bereft of reason by the poison gay 
of racial antagonisms,” and ‘“‘a world that was nearly destroyed by hate ig 
seeking to save itself by hate "—at this juuctore, man must be borne 
away in the pellucida car of imagination when he attempts to make the 


world Iaugh. Rabbi Mattuck evidently made that attempt when ho. 


spoke on: “Is a New Judaism Needed?” at Mozart House, Albion Road, 
Stoke Newington, on Sunday, September 30th. He fully succeeded, and 
I heartily congratulate him on his wonderful achievement. But I hardly 


think that to make the world laugh was really the object of his address. 
Still, nolens volens, it provokes laughter. He says, for instance, that “to 
anyone who believed that all that constituted the Jewish religion was 
unchangeable rovelation, built for all time, the question was, of course, 
but empty wind.” It looks as if Rabbi Mattuck does not recite 6very day 
the thirteen principles of the Jewish faith, as formulated by that great 
philosopher and savant, Moses Maimonides, one of which reads : “I believe 
with a perfect faith that this Torah (Law) will not be changed, and that 
there will never he any other Torah from the Creator, blessed be His 
name” . . . According to Rabbi Mattuck, this is only “empty wind.” 


The Talmud, the Code, the Liturgy, and the whole of the Jewish 
literature, which took so many centuries to formulate, and which the 
Jews guarded with their very life’s blood throughout all the vicissitudes 
of their chequered career, Rabbi Mattuck also considers “empty wind.” 
“The Judaism ct the Prophets,” he says, “was not that of the rabbis in 
every respect, nor was the Judaism of the law-giver that of the prophets.” 
For a rabbi to make such a statement is superbly ridiculous, and enough 
to make the world laugh. Tho simplest Jew knows that the main aim 
and object of the prophets and the law-giver were to guard, protect, and 
make the people observe all the religious doctrines and rites of the Jews 


which constitute Judaism, and that to both of them the Torah was thse 


fountain whence the living waters flowed. | 
With the true Jew, it was not “the fanction of religion to interprot 


life,” but it was the function of the Jew’s life to interpret his religion. 


Rabbi Mattuck says: “That which is without spirit is without worth.” 
That is perfectly correct, and exactly represents “‘Liberal’’ Judaism. 
Where is the spirit in “ Liberal’’ Judaism? Task. And is it not the spirit 
of old orthodoxy ingrafted and ingrained in the very soul of every 


*Liberal’’ Jew that makes him still cling to the very fringe of old 


Judaism? And again, does not the world laugh ata Jew whois desperately 
trying to smother the Judaism that is deep down in his heart and the 
loyalty to that orthodoxy that. preserved the Jewish life throughout all 


the ages? 


Feeling himself a little insecure on the path he has chosen, Rabbi 
Mattuck exclaims: ‘Judaism must retain its hold upon the Jewish heart.” 
. +. Very good. But he goeson to say, “Ifthe older Judaism had lost its 
hold, then it was time to form a new Judaism.” And the world is waiting now 
to know of what his new-fangled Judaism will consist. Once more falling 
back on his inner consciousness, like Balaam of old, Rabbi Mattuck turns 
to bless, and says, “The old essence of Judaism had proved so true that 


the world was turning in ever-increasing numbers to its recognition.” — 


This is a word of cogenttruth. For allthat, he cannot see in old Judaism 
the joy and power of enduring life, he only sees its death. This is what 
may rightly be called “lack of intellectual backbone.” His sweeping 
cry is, “A new Judaism is needed!" Whata fascinating idea! While-a 
non-Jaw, President Coolidge, tells the Jewish Education Association, 
“Teach the ancient landmarks to the youth of the Jewish race.” . , 
No wonder Rabbi Mattuck and his patron, Mr. C, G. Montefiore, are so 


perplexed. But these perplexities, as one clever writer pointed out, are 


the perpliexities of men who stood, or thought they stood, between two 


faiths, one dead, one waiting to be born. - Oh, what a wretched state of | 


mind ! 


Louis Marshall, recognised as the foremost Jew in America, says, “I 
have no patience with the many adjectives by which men define the kind 
of Jew they are. I only know the Jew and Judaism, without qualifying 


words. The problem of Jewish Education must concern every Jew as a 


Jew. . . As Jews we must all work togother for the great purpose of 
preserving Judaism and the principles for which it stands. . Keep — 


alive the altars of Israel!" Let Rabbi Mattuck take note, for 

oO cannot hear the voice; he tu | ;

provide an income for the Kav, and therefore these congregations formed 
a Shechita Board. Meanwhile, Rabbi Siuson’s congregation dwindled to 
about fifty members, burdened with a Nav and Shochet. Hence it-was 
for the benefit of Rabbi Sinson and his congregation to join the Board, 
which would take over their Shochet and pay Rabbi Sinson. 

When the Board was established, it made the mistake of giving an 
undertaking to the butchers that it would take on no further men for & 
certain number of years. But that agreement happily is now ended, 
although while it was in existence the butchers took advantage of it and 
treated the public, especially the working-classes, intolerably. Zhe 
Burial Society, whichis composed of about 1,500 working men, took up the 
matter, secured a Shochet and Rav, and opened some butcher’s shops. Of 


course, that did not please the butchers, who blamed the Board and urged 


them to fight the Society. But Rabbi Astrinski, the honoured Rav of the 
Burial Society, is working assiduously for the amalgamation of the two 
bodies, which I am sure wil! be effected very soon. Fe 
Rabbi Sinson is so anxious about the welfare of the poor butchers 
that he chides the people for buying at shops where they obtain better 
treatment. Rabbi Sinson says there is no Beth Din. Why? Is it 
- because he absents himself and leaves it to be represented by the 
honoured Radbonim Daiches and Hurwitz and the Rev. Dr. Abelson? For 


instance, the Rabbonim .considered that an inspector was necessary, and» 


the Board requested the Ecclesiastica: Authorities to send letters to the 
' butchers by all Rabbonim to the effect that they should allow the man to 
carry out the inspection. 
be signed at Rabbi Daiches’ house, but he did not attend. The reason 
therefore I leave to the judgment of my readers. ee 
- Further, Rabbi Sinson says that the last Rabbi took it upon himself to 
pass judgment privately. If anybody goes to the Rabbi's house for advice, 
what has that to do with Rabbi Sinson’” 
a period of twenty years there was not one Shochet sanctioned by the 
Chief Rabbi: but this was unnecessary, for all Shochetim at present 
under the Board are sanctioned by the London authorities. 

In conclusion, Sir, I would say that I can assure Rabbi Sinson that 
the Jewish community in Leeds will know how to value his jurisdiction 
and his butchers, and will give its loyal support to the Shechita Board, 
which is not working for its own benefit. Its aim is to establish unity 

- and encourage Kashruth among all classes and congregations, and out of 
its surplus to assist all charitable institutions.

Prize Distributions. 


Hampstead Synagogue Classes. 
The annual distribution of prizes was held on Sunday, at the clagg. 


rooms. Sir Adolph Tuck presided, and Lady Tuck distributed the awards, - 


Mr. CHARLES L. MaGnus, Hon. Secretary, read the report of the 
Committee, which showed that there were 171 childrem on the roll with 
an average attendance of 136. Lectures were being given regularly 
preparatory to a service of Consecration for girls. The Children’s 
Orphan -Aid Society had completed the endowment of a bed at the 
Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum, and had now set itself the task of 
collecting £1,000 to mame a ward. 

The CHAIRMAN, in the course of his address, said that the Classes 
were recognised as being among the most important of the religion 
classes of the Metropolis, and were actually in existence before tho 
synagogue itself opened its doors. They held a high place in the com. 
munity, and naturally so in the esteem and care of all connected with the 
congregation, This was scarcely to be wondered at, seeing that they had 
at their head one of the most human, most kindly, and at the same time 
most able niinisters in London, the Rev. A. A. Green. He was assisted 


by a highly-qualified staff. He (the Chairman) thought that the number 


of children on the roll was satisfactory, but the authorities of the 
synagogue were uot satisfied with this as a maximum, having 
regard to the large membership of the synagogue. Ona the other hand, 
there were a large number of members who were in a position to provide 
private instruction for their children, and he was particularly pleased to 
learn that there was a whole army of teachers who earned their living 
by private teaching in that district. It would always remain a debatable 
point whether children necessarily obtaining more individual attention 
reaped corresponding advantages from private tuition, or whether 
class-teaching, which was more likely to bring out the emulating 


-gpirit of the pupil, was preferable. From the communal stand. 


point it must be admitted that it was a healthy intluence to bring 
children to the synagogue, and to teach them to turn to it and to grow up 
to be associated with it. It might be urged that one morning a week 
was but short measure for such a wide subject as Hebrew as a language, 
Bible history, and religion, but he was not surprised that the attempts 
which had been made to extend the classes to week-days had only been 
partially successful, and that at the Thursday evening class, conducted 
by Mr. Green, there was only an average attendance of fifteen. 
That could only be attributed to the exacting work of the public schools, 
which left children little time for evening work other than their school 
home-work. An excellent feature was a Barmitzvah and Haphtorah 
Class. It was satisfactory to learn that members of the Class frequently 


read the Haphtorah in the synagogue, 


Mr. 8. Moses, M.A., moved a vote of thanks to the Rey. A. A. 
Green and the teaching staff. 3 

~The vote was seconded by Mr. D. MAGNUS and carried by acclamation. 
The Rev. A. A. GREEN, in reply, said that he would be quite satis. 
fied if all his pupils grew up as thoroughly Jewish as Sir Adolph Tuck, 
80 sympathetically responsive to every public and private call. He 


attached more importance to religion classes than children's services, aud, 


referring to the conflicting claims of the classes and school work, said that 


the only solution was a good Jewish denominational school, in which 
- Hebrew and religion formed part of the ordinary curriculum. He could 


see no obstacle, except that of finance, which the community ought to be 
able to surmount. He denied that such a school would make for intoler. 
ance and narrow mindedness, and recalled the fact that Mr. Moses and 
himself had been pupils of the old Jews’ College school, and he did not 
think they were beset by those vices, or were unmindfui of the obligations 
and privileges of their citizenship. 

Mr. LEEWARDEN, the senior teacher, also acknowledged the vote. 

A vote of thanks was accorded to the Chairman and Lady Tuck.

CCVIII.—The Lord of Darkness. 


My DEAR COUSIN, 


In a Jewish bookseller’s catalogue which reached me recently there 
was advertised for sale, among other things, charms and also framed 
Psalms for hanging on the walls of a room in which a baby has been 
born. I was somewhat astonished at these two items, and I consulted a 
friend learned in such matters to discover their meaning. I argued that 
since @ Supply was advertised there must be a demand, and I was 
anxious to find out to what extent the demand existed. 

My friend informed me that superstitions connected with evil spirits 
still prevadled in certain sections of Jewry. He himself had seen Psalms 
hanging on each of the four walls of a room in which a new born baby 
lay, and the explanation that had been vouchsafed to him was that the 
Psalms had potency to ward off the evil designs of Lilith, the Queen of 


_ the Devils, who prowls about at night and is particularly malevolent to 


little children. In the East ‘End of London he had also come across 


charms with Hebrew inscriptions around the necks of children, and it 


would seem that many mothers in that part of the world still believe in 
the existence of devils. He told me that on one occasion a lady informed 
him that once she had actually seen a devil in a dark room! 

I had every reason to believe my informant, and I was amazed to 
find that these bad relics of a bye-gone. age dragged on a miserable 
existence among Jews. Very many religions tolerated some form of 
Dualism, recognising powers that were good who benefit, and powers 
that were evil who hurt mankind. It was the belief in the latter that 


was responsible for devil worship, though the precise form of the devil 


was left vague. In Judaism there is: only one God, who created good 
and evil alike, who made light and darkness, and: beside whom there 
is no God. Jewish monotheism by its very nature excluded devil worship. 
The Old Testament is singularly free from any reference to the existence 
of evil spirits as wicked forces in the life of man. It has been pointed 


to the devil. Tue first isthe Serpent in the Garden of Eden, the second 
is Azazel, and the third the Sons of God_who took unto themselves wives 
from among the daughters of men. i 

Christian influence is responsible for the idea that the Serpent who 
tempted Eve was the Devil up to his tricks. But the trend of the whole 
story affords little confirmation of such a view. As for Azazel, it must 
be admitted that even Jewish interpreters have’ been inclined to explain 
this difficult term by reference to the Devil. That there is a difficulty in 
the word is patent. It occurs twice only in the Bible, in both cases in 
connection with the Day of Atonement Service. The Talmud suggests 
that Azazel was the name of the mountain to which the scapegoat was 
sent. The term is however also used by the Arabs to describe an evil 


indeed been looked upon by some Jewish writers as demons. Others, 
again, have held that demons are the souls of the men who attempted to 


children of Adam and Lilith, his mythical wife; while in the Ethics of 
the Fathers the demons (7PM) are enumerated among the strange things 
that were specially made by God just before the first Sabbath came in, 
including manna, the mouth of Balaam’s ass, and so on. 


Nevertheless, it would be true to say that while in the New Testament 


absent. True, Satan is mentioned in the Old Testament. But a close 
study of the references, whether in the Book of Job, in the vision of 
Zechariah of Satan standing beside Joshua, the High Priest, or in the 
Book of Chronicles, where Satan tempts David to count the people, the 
idea seems to be that Satan is a poetical personification of the tempter, or 
the adversary. “Know therefore this day and lay it to thy heart, that 
the Lord He is God in heaven above and on the earth beneath; there is 
none else.” That is the specific Jewish teaching in the Bible, and it 


would seem that the belief in demons and evil spirits which spread among | 


Jews at a later age was contrary to the best teaching of Judaism, and was 
condemned by Prophets and Rabbis alike. | 3 

) Yet in the Talmud there is distinct evidence of the belief in 
the Lord of Darkness and his minions. In one famous passage Satan 
is identified with the Angel of Death as well as with man’s evil desires— 
NT Nw yw. But there are also different views. 
Rabbi Chanina ben Papa, a teacher who lived in the fourth century, 
declared that one should not sleep. alone in a house, for he who does so 
runs the risk of being caught by Lilith. In the Talmud mention is made 
of morning demons, afternoon demons, evening demons; good demons 
and bad demons; young demons and old demons. The Talmud declares 
that devils are like men in three things, in that they eat and drink, 


procreate, and die; and in three things, too, they are like angels, in that 


they have wings, fly in the air, and know the future. 


It is also evident that in Talmud times, and long after, amulets were 


fashionable among Jews. I should be surprised to learn that even 
to-day the Kemeya (y"9)) is altogether unknown, especially in the Orient. 


Rabbi Solomon ben Aderet (in the 13th century) reports that Nachmanides — 


wore an amulet with a lion on it. But the custom was condemned by the 
great teachers of Judaism—by Abraham ibu Ezra, by Maimonides, who 
declared that only fools believe in such things, and by Jehuda Halevi 
who states expressly that in the Torah there is no place for amulets. 

The probability is that Jews took the doctrine of charms and the 
devil from the ancient Persians, who believed in Ormuzd, the God of 
Light, and in Ahriman, the God of Darkness. The latter became His 
Satanic Majesty, and it seems curious that when to-day a man tells his 
fellow-citizen to go to the devil, he is giving expression to a belief that 
prevailed in Persia hundreds of years ago.

In regard to the third instance, these “Sons of God” have 


build the Tower of Babel; another explanation is that they were the 


the devil is represented as a reality, in the Old Testament he is wholly | 


pleaded in extenuation of their crime that the devil tempted them, and 


Jews, there can be no doubt that Judaism sets its face against 


- Gemonology. In Christianity, on the other hand, there is a great deal of 


demonology which, as Christian scholars have admitted, was taken over 
from ‘Paganism. Whatever may be the case to-day, in the Middle Ages 
the devil played a prominent part in the religious life of the masses, and 
the belief outlived the Middie Ages, as Milton’s picture of Satan and 
Goethe’s conception of Mephistopheles prove. ‘Nothing moves the 
people like the terrific. They must have hell fire flashed before their face 
or they will not move.” Such was the opinion of the late General Booth, 
and mediaval teachers took the same standpogt and painted the devil in 
lurid colours until he became a living reality. They set out deliberately 
to frighten folk by the terror of the Evil One. The tendency is apparent 
not only in the pages of the Schoolmen, but also in famous pieces of 
sculpture, such as that of the damned on the portal of Bourges Cathedral, 
one Of the best known of mediwval Last Judgments. The artists in each 
case have exercised the utmost ingenuity to depict the Devil as an 
ugly and horrid creature. At least we have been spared Jewish 
pictures of the Lord of Darkness. | 
medizval chronicles of men and women who had actually seen a devil, 
or had been subjected to his influence. Men accused of theft and murder 


their plea found credence. Probably the treatment of witches in the 
Middle Ages was based on the reality of the Lord of Darkness. 
Apologists of Christianity in modern times find it difficult to deal 
satisfactorily with this problem. Judaism is more fortunate. Despite 
the advertisements of Jewish booksellers, there is no doubt that the best 
Jewish teaching knows nothing of a belief in devils or evil spirits. Good 
angels are, indeed, mentioned in the Prayer Book; Michael and his 
associates in particular are a sort of comfort to pious Jews while they 
are asleep. But angels are God’s messengers; over them God is supreme; 
Perhaps it might be better to leave out all mention of Angels in the Prayer 
Book: for the average mind the gulf between good and evil angels is not 
wide. To-day we have the right, nay the duty, of introducing this 
“Reform” into Jewish teaching. Judaism excludes all superstition, 
whatever its form may be, whether Kapporos on the Eve of the Day of 
Atonement or the Kemeya or Lilith; andif there are Jews who hold such 
beliefs, they do so in despite of the religion which they are supposed to 
profess.

Mr. Israsl Zangwill delivered the opening address to the 
American Jewish Congress, which began its sittings on Sunday last, 
having travelled specially to the United States for the purpose. 


Points from the Address. 


Jewry is not acosmos, but achaos. The nearest approach to a 

unity is unity of suffering over wide areas of Europe. The ubiquitous 
- persecution is powerless to unify it. 

That there is no Jewish vote to-day is a disgrace, not a policy to 
be commended. If Jews will neither use their vote to protect 
themselves nor to express their ethical conceptions, then they do 
ground,

But 
now there is a counter-temptation—to say only what you would like, or 
America would like. This second temptation must be resisted, even though 
the conclusion of this address find me less popular than the commencement. 
But, as a matter of fact, despite Dr. Wise’s generous, if indiscreet, 
invitation, I cannot really say what I like; I can say only what the facts 


_ and the interests of the Jewish people compel. Some of these facts I dislike 


as heartily as you, but there is no use in my crossing the Atlantic to evade 
them on your platform. Walt Whitman denounces the “ never-ending 
audacity of elected persons.” I might plead that as I am an unelected 
person, responsible only to myself, and not one of your delegates, any audacity 
of mine would be immune from this criticism, But audacity is far from my 
intention, My friend, Bernard Shaw, in chivalrously championing a religious 
play of mine against the then brainless British censorship, wrote that, like 
himself, I had used “ shock tactics.” But, believe me, he was in error— _— 
about me, at least. And as the idea also prevails that a man of letters 
cannot possibly be as solid a guide as a man who makes dull speeches, let me 
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accentuate that I do not appear here as a writer, but as a practical worker, 
who, as President both of the Jewish Territorial Organisation and of its 
Emigration Regulation Department, has had the honour of enlisting under 


his banner not only the leaders of Jewish life in Europe, but also men like | 
-your Oscar Straus, your Daniel Guggenheim, your Cyrus Sulzberger, your 


Stephen Wise, your lamented leaders, Jacob Schiff and Judge Sulzberger ; 
as a worker who has been for many years in contact with the Jewish masses, 
with the problems of emigration and colonisation, and with Governments 
or Ministers, both Christian and Moslem, and who has wasted more time 
upon the Jewish problem than any living man. | 
The Jewish Situation. 

it have read in possibly inspired paragraphs that I am to give a summary 
of the Jewish situation such as Nordau supplied at the Zionist Congresses. 
But I cannot remember that my dear lost friend ever dealt with details 
such as have just been summarised in the admirable New Year retrospects 
of our Jewish journals. But Nordau, in his profound work, ‘‘ The Interpre- 


-tation of History,” regarded the concrete details even of world-history as no 


more important, and still more bewildering, than the movements of the armies 
of ants one treads on inadvertently in a country walk; and if I am to follow 
the Master, at however great a distance, I must go up, so to speak, in an 
aeroplane, so as to locate the position of all parties, and thus get a perspective 
of the whole. For centuries in England the prehistoric topography of 
Stonehenge has been studied, yet from the aeroplane the route of a lost 
avenue has just been tracked. It is not from the ground of a party organisa- 
tion that the intricacies, the heights and depths, of the Jewish problem can 
be accurately perceived. When Joshua was charged with the task of 
distributing the land of Palestine, he said to Moses, according to the Jewish 
legend :-— 
‘Oh, my teacher Moses, what will become of me? If I give to the 
one @ share upon a mountain, he will be sure to want one in the valley ; 
and he to whom I shall give his share in the valley will wish it to be 
upon a mountain.” 


Similarly, I fear, if I locate a party in a valley, it will claim to be on a 


mountain, and vice versa. Another profound legend makes Balaam’s ass 
die the moment it has spoken the truth. If the truth-speaker does not always 
escape the consequences so deftly, there always remains the resource of calling 
him an ass. | | 

The first thing to ve perceived by the aviator is that the Jewish problem 
lies now divided between Palestine and the Diaspora, and that under the most 
favourable development of Palestine the scattered Jewries will long continue 


the overwhelmingly preponderant section as regards population. Palestine 


is a country little larger than Wales, from which Frencli imperialism has

which my Russian advisers informed me was out of the question——was one

though I continue obstinately to wonder what other course is open tc a 
people, as to a man, in search of a home. | | ) 


The Balfour Declaration, 


_g As you are probably aware, when the Balfour Declaration was issued by 


the British Government, the Jewish Territorial Organisation, of which I 
have the honour to be President, suspended its activities so as to give Zionism 
a fair fighting chance. Though I saw that the Declaration was ambiguous, 
self-contradictory, and subject to all the brazen ingenuities of political 
pilpul, I spoke at the great London meeting that welcomed it. I even 


secured in writing the assent to it of Lord Lansdowne, the then leader of the 


Opposition party in Parliament ; and when a couple of years ago the Jewish 
journalists of your great country cabled, rightly or wrongly, to the Zionist 
headquarters in London that only my presence in the States could raise 
the Keren Hayesod to the necessary financial level, 1 at once, despite my 
disbelief in the Keren Hayesod as a sound financial instrument for rebuilding 
Zion, took the cable to Sir John Shuckburgh, head of the Palestine Department 
of the British Colonial Office, and offered to tour in America to collect the 
money, which I maintained was just as necessary to the British purpose 
as to the Zionist, provided the British Government would pay me a commis- 


sion in the shape of restoring those Jewish national rights already subtracted 


more or less surreptitiously from its sufficiently unsatisfactory Declaration ; 
and only the other day, at his own request, I helped Lloyd George to obtain 
material for that eloquent article of his. 

I mention these things merely to show that the present aviator is not 
biassed in his survey by any prejudice in favour of his own organisation, 
and that, apart from the phantasmal shadow of a Jewish Republic in Russia, 
he seés nothing looming on the horizon to modify his photograph of 
world-Jewry as partitioned between Palestine and the Diaspora. 

The picture of the latter, mainly dark, comprises practically the whole 
globe. Jews are everywhere, and though only one per cent. of the popiilation 
of the world, their finger is in every pie from the government of Empires 
and Colonies to the creation of the catchword, whose hypnosis has now spread 
even to England: “ Yos, we have no bananas.” But let me at once make 
the reservation that. it is an individual finger thrust like little Jack Horner's 
into his Christmas pie for personal plums. Jewry is not a cosmos, but a

The Teachings of Experience. 
SERMON FOR THE WEEK. 


Specially written for the ‘‘ Jewish Chronicle,"' 


So teach us to number our days that we may apply our hearts 
to wisdom.”’—Psalm 12. 


Two stages of life fill us with greater awe than all the others—the 
one is early youth, the other is hoary,age. The one makes us think ‘of 
golden opportunities that probably will never be seized, the other of rare 
chances that have probably been frivolously spurned. The one makes 
us think of painful expeiiences that will have to be endured before the 
lesson of life will be learned, the other’s hoary head makes us think how 
many @ silver hair and manya wrinkle were forgotten at the cost of some 
sorrow, some blunder, some disappointment that might have been 
avoided. Both make us think of how blessed the future might be, if 
early youth could add to its vigour the experience of old age, and if old 
ages had once more the opportunities now hopelessly lost. Fear and 
prayer fill the heart for the one—fear that it will needlessly repeat 
the past blunders of the aged, prayer ‘that it might profit by 
the experiences and add to the vigour of youth the ripened counsel 
ofage. And pity and gratitude fill the heart for the other—pity for the 
sorrowsit has needlessly endured, gratitude for the treasures of experience 


| it bequeathes to youth by which to guide its path through life. The 


Bible tells us to “rise before the hoary head and honour the face of the 
aged”; we are to reverence the dearly-purchased experience, the pain- 
fully-acquired wisdom. Civilised society, acting upon the principle 
Moon Owews, has always assigned to its time-ripened men, its 
“Elders,” as the Sephardic Jewsitermijthem, its offices of trust and 
responsibility, its positions where calm judgment, mature wisdom, 
deliberate counsel, prophetic foresight, philosophical insignt and historical 
retrospect were absolute requisites. Youth may be isarned, but it is 


seldom wise; it may master a dozen branches of} knowledge, and yet, 


lacking wisdom, makea dismal failure of life. It may be fall of strength 
and courage, fervour and enthusiasm, and yet, lacking wisdom, turn its 
powers into a curse to society instead of a blessing. 


On all sides youth is surrounded with the wisdom and experience of 
- teachers and elders, and yet it prefers to follow the wilfuiness of its own 


inexperience, to obey—like Jeroboam—the dictates of its own immature 
counsels, to give unbridled rein to its self-conceit and stubbornness. It was 
ever thus: where wisdom does not go before youth, repentance or failure 
follows after. Whenthe lamp of experience is hung at: the stern of the 
vessel instead of being placed at the bow, and when the charts and com- 
passes of older and more experienced mariners are cast overboard, the 
bark of life is sure to founder on the pitiless rocks. Where the experi- 
ence of the aged does not guide, there the inexperience of youth is sure to 
lead astray. Whosoever will not gain wisdom at the expense of others’ 
experience, must gain it at the cost of his own suffering. The spoken or 


written cautions of elders may remain unheeded, but time is sure to be 


listened to, for of all teachers he is the best. But often he only teaches 
that awfullest of all lessons, that is too late to teach. Oftenest he only 
steps in to show that there is no longer a way out of the wilderness, no 
longer a way open anywhere that may lead to excellence and usefalness, 


: that may give to life a calm andibeauteous sunset. It is a bitter school, 


the school of experience, that of which time is the schoolmaster. 
What time teaches, it teaches ‘thoroughly, from the root up. When 
time graduates a pupil, it has every reason to be proud of him. He 
may be old, wrinkled, white, but he is wise. His head may be 


‘bowed low by the weight of years and the burden of sorrows, but 


his mind and heart are lifted high on the wings of experience. He 
may know nothing of the modern sciences, but he knows the practical 
philosophy of right thinking and right feeling, even though he discovered 
it late, too late in life to be of much practical value to him or to others. 

- Bat what need of passing through the bitter school of personal 
experience, of which unsparing time is the schoolmaster, only to land at 


the fountain of wisdom at the end of one’s life, with forces spent, with 


powers exhausted, with days few and useless, when much or all of that 
wisdom might be acquired early in life, at a time when vigour is still at 
its height and the years have still a goodly course to run. As long as 
there have been wise men, and as long as there have been literatures, 
they have harmonised in one thought more than in any other, in the 
thought that youth is the sowing time of future harvests ; that if the 
first score of years is permitted to go to waste, all after-sowing is for the 
most part of little profit. Yet despite the preaching and teaching of the 


wise men and learned books, that the secret of nearly all great men’s 
success lay in their having wisely used the precious hours of youth, 


despite all these lessons and warnings, we are surrounded by young men 
and young women who have the possibility of greatnes and usefulness 


in their grasp, yet are spurning it and scorning it, and throwing away | 


the precious, fleeting hours; or, if busy at all, are busy sowing wild oats. 
Bat the day will come when they will have to garner in the crop of wild 
oats they have sown. It will bea hard lesson:that time will bring, and 
nnfortunately too late. The ioffences committed by youth against the 
laws of life and health will be visited with frightful rigour in later life, 
nt only on the guilty offenders themselves, but also on their innocent 
offspring. Health is an accurate bookkeeeper ; it neither forgets nor over- 
looks anything. Eyes and ears are opaned at last to the inviolability of 
the laws of life aud health, bat also too late. Similarly the prime of life 
+9 often rained by refusing the warnings of former experiences. Happy 
they who make the pains of others’ mistakes gains for their own conduct, 
who learn to number their days so that they may acguire a heart of 
wisdom. Reverencing the past an1 utilising the present, they may look 


back upon their own past without a p'ang, and, forward to the future 


without a fear.

connection with the session of the Assembly of the League of Nations, The 
most important of these questions related to the procedure of the League in 

regard to petitions under the Minorities Treaties, the Minorities Guarantees in 
Esthonia and Latvia, and the Polish Numerus Clausus. In all cases satisfactory 
results had been obtained. The Polish Government had proposed modifications 
of the procedure in regard to the Minorities Treaties, which would have had the 
effect of paralysing the whole operation of the treaties, and of nullifying the 
guarantee of the League. These proposals were, however, rejected by the 
Council, and although certain minor modifications of the procedure were 
adopted, their general effect was to strengthen, rather than to weaken, the 
action of the League. The long-pending question of Minorities Guarantees 
in the Baltic States was closed by Declarations made on behalf of Esthonia and 
Latvia, accepting the principles of the Minorities Treaties and the procedure of 
the League. At the same time Lithuania ratified the Declaration she had made 
to the same effect. It is not certain how far the Esthonian and Latvian Declara- 
tions recognise the control of the League, but as the Council appeared to be 
_ satisfied on this technical point, it is to be assumed that the rights of the Minori- 

ties are adequately protected. Thecourse of events inconnection with the Polish 
Numerus Clausus was extremely interesting. As was announced at the last 
meeting of the Joint Foreign Committee, the joint petitions of the Committee 


early in July. As, however, the Polish Government had included in their 
scheme for the modification of the League procedure a clause disqualifying 
foreign organisations from the right of ewerrreg the League on Minori- 
ties questions, it found itself in a difficult position. Eventually it replied 
to the Secretary-General declining. to take cognisance of the complaints 
of the Joint Foreign Committee and the Alliance Israelite, on the 
ground that those bodies had no right to interfere in the internal 
affairs of Poland. To this the Secretary-General replied that under the existing 
procedure, the case would have to go forward without the Polish observations, 
and accordingly the Jewish pet'tions were circulated among the Members of the 
Council and sent to the Committee of Three for examination. 
the latter body met, it was announced that the Polish Government had post- 
poned the presentation of the Draft Law to the Diet. The Committee there- 
ag resolved that as there was no immediate danger of infraction of the 

inorities Treaty, if was unnecessary for them to proceed with the matter, but 
that it would be taken into consideration again in the event of the Draft Law 
being brought before the Diet, These were the only questions which came 
before either the Council or the rere but the opportunity was taken to 
discuss several other questions with the delegations of the States concerned and 
with the Secretariat-General. These questions included certain grievances of 
the Jews in Austria and Slovakia, and the Numerus Clausus in Hungary. With 
regard to the last-named question, it is proposed to ask the Council to submit a 
case to the Permanent Court of International Justice. The Delegate of the 
. Joint Committee also dealt with a large numberof questions relating to refugees 
and emigration, under instructions from the Jewish Colonisation Association, 
to whom & separate Report has been submitted. 


On the motion of the Chairman a vote of thanks was tendered to Mr. Wolf 
for his services during his mission. 


THE JEWS IN RuUMANIA.—The Committee had under consideration a 


voluminous correspondence relating to the situation of the Russo-Jewish 
refugees in Rumania, and also to the general situation of the Jews in that 
country. Plans for the evacuation of the refugees in accordance with the 
time-limit of December 1st fixed by the Rumanian Government were drawn 
up at a conference of the Jewish Colonisation Association and Allied 
Societies held in Paris on August 24th. These plans are supported by the High 
Commissariat of the League of Nations, the Bureau International u ‘Travail, 
the International Committee of the Red Cross, and other important organisa- 
tions. The Ica has sent a special commissioner to Kishineff to carry out the 
evacuation, and already some three or four thousand have been emigrated, 
Difficulties have arisen owing to the inharmonious relations of the 
Rumanian Government with the military authorities who are in supreme 
control of the Province of Bessarabia, where the refugees are concen- 
trated. But, happily, they have been overcome. Early in September it

was announced that the Military Governor of Bessarabia had reduceq — 


the time-limit for the evacuation to October Ist. The Joint Foreign 
Committee at once communicated with the Rumanian Minister in London, and 
on September 8th received an official assurance that the original time-limit 
would be maintained. Towards the end of September the Committee learn; 
that the military authorities in Bessarabia had resumed the expulsions, and 
that 4,000 Jews had been arrested in the synagonves on Yom Kippur with a view 
to their immediate evacnation. The Joint Committee addressed a stron 
remonstrance by telegraph to the Rumanian Government, and also telegraphed 
to the High Commissariat of the League of Nations. At the meeting of the 
Assembly of the League on September 28th, Dr. Nansen read out the telegram 
he had received from the Joint Committee, The result of this intervention was 
that on October 6th the Rumanian Government informed the Joint Committee 
that the renewed expulsions had been undertaken without their knowledge or 
approval, and that they would be inquired into. Meanwhile the arrested Jews 
have been liberated, and the Rumanian Government have consented to extend 
the time-limit for the evacuation to December 3lst. The Jewish Colonisation 
Association is now proceeding with the evacuation with the utmost energy, and 
its officials on the spot have good reason to believe that, should no further diffi- 
culties arise, the whole of the Rumanian refugees will be evacuated by the end 
of the year. With regard to the general situation in Rumania, much anxiet 
still exists owing to the virulence of the anti-Semitic 
of the Government. however, remains correct, and the Committee have to 
acknowledge that all the representations they have made to Bucharest have 
been received with the utmost courtesy. and with an unquestionable desire to 
give satisfaction to the legitimate wishes of the Jewish er 
ANTI-SEMITISM IN SWITZERLAND,—The Secretary reported t 
had been submitted to him which tended to show that an international organisa- 
tion was at work in Switzerland propagating the doctrines of anti-Semitism. 
A Bureau had been established in Lugano, with apparently very large funds, 


which flooded Switzerland with reprints and translations of the most scurrilous 


roducts of the German anti-Semitic Presses. This Bureau appeared to have 
branches in other countries, notably Poland and Rumania. Leading Swiss Jews 
were of opinion that they ought not to be left alone to fight this campaign, and 
they hoped that they might receive some help from England. The Committee 


asked Lord Rothschild to be good enough to bring the matter to the notice of — 


the Press Committee. 


Mr. LUCIEN WOLF, supplementing the Report, said that he had 
just received a letter from the Ica on the progress of the evacuation of 
Bessarabia, which was a matter that was causing them great concern. So 
far it had been proceeding smoothly. 1,700 refugees had been emigrated 
during the past ten days from Constanza to America, and they hed plans 
for the despatch of over 2,000 in November. Negotiations were being 
completed for the repatriation of Russian refugees to Russia. This was 
the last lap of one of the most difficult questions with which they had 
had to deal. They hoped to clear Bessarabia by the end of the year, and 
if matters settled down in Russia they would be free from this refugee 
question. He expressed the hope that there would be no interference 
from irresponsible organisations in the work that was proceeding.

The Work of the Ica, 


The PRESIDENT mnade a statement on the recent work of the Ica. He 
said that in spite of the economic crisis in the Argentine recent reports 


indicated a satisfactory situation. The fall in the price of cattle had . 


naturally affected the position of some colonists, as frequently the income 
derived from the milk business had not been large enough to cover other 
costs. A slight rise, however, in the price of cattle had been established, 
and a general improvement was expected. As a consequence of the 
situation the colonists had given their attention to mixed farming, 
instead of devoting it exclusively to stock raising. At Moisesville the 
cultivation of linseed had given excellent results. At Montefiore, where 
colonists had mistakenly abandoned the cultivatioa of linseed for some 


- years, the Ica’s advances in 1922 of this seed to half the colonists resulted 


in a very good harvest. The Ica also advanced lucerne seed to restore 
the pasture, seven hundred hectares of which had been damaged by floods. 


At Dora, the agricultural experts had drawn the attention of the colonists — 


to the profits to be derived from cotton growing: At Entre Rios the 
harvest was not so satisfactory, and in certain districts i¢ would have 
assumed the proportions of disaster ifthe colonists had not obtained satis- 
factory profits from the milk industry und other crops, and had not obtained 


- assistance from the Government and the Ica. It had, however, not dis- 


couraged them in any way, and they were all working in good heart. In 
the same colony an extremely unfair tax had been placed on the land. 
Steps were now being taken to obtain its remission, and in the meantime the 
Ica was paying half the increased charge. In thecolonies, in the province 
of Buenos Aires, the harvest had been most satisfactory and had enabled 
the colonists to discharge a large proportion of their liabilities. Four 
experimental farms had been started under the charge of agricultural 
experts, and methods of improved agriculture and of new cultivations 
were being studied there. In addition, these experts were making con- 
stant tours to other colonies to inspect and educate farmers. The Ica 
had recently granted some land to an important milk society, where a 
creamery wouid be constructed, and thus provide a ready market for the 
colonists’ dairy industry. The Ica was always most 


ANXIOUS TO EXTEND ITS OPERATIONS, 


and was, therefore, offering its assistance to the sons of colonists 
to establish them upon lands which were available. A considerable 
number of these sons were now being set up, and in addition new 
colonists were recruited among Jewish agricultural workers now 
in the colonies. Twenty of these were recently established at 
Entre Rios. 
those who had been given small lots were thoroughly satisfied. 
The colonists and the inhabitants of the villages were all prepared to 


receive immigrants and give them work, and in each group offices bad — 


been started which forwarded offers of employmant to the head office in 
Buenos Aires, Religious instruction in the colonies was continuing as in 
the past, with complete success. At the end of last June there were 
ninety-two classes in full work, with an attendance of about 4,510 children. 
In the Brazilian colonies, which seemed to be entering upon a period 
of prosperity, progress had been interrupted by political troubles. 


The latest news pointed to the fact that the situation had improved, — 


and that the colonists would shortly be able to resume their ordinary 
occupations. Mr. Edward Oungre, one of the managers, paid a visit to 
Canada in April last to consider the question of acquiring additional land, 
and also to go into the situation of the existing colonists. In consequence 
of the fall in the price of corn and cattle, farming was in a serious 
position, but the Canadian colonists, though hard hit, had not beer 
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discouraged. Itwas satisfactory to note the increasing tendency towards 
mixed farming, which would be of great service. New elements had 
come to reinforce the colonists, recruited among the immigrants originally 
farra workers in their own countries. They were employed at first as 
workers by the colonists, and later on they were installed by the Ica on 
the land available, first as tenants, and then as actual colonists, entitled 
to acquire their land on the payment of annuities. The Ica’s agricul- 
tural experts had done much to assist all these new developments. 
The results of

were not accurately known, but they would appear to be much better 
than those of the last three years. The cultivation of tobacco in Judea 
and Galilee, now extending over more than 1,000 dunams, was giving 
very good results. A large part of the crop had just been bought after 
drying by one of the most important manufacturers in Egypt. The 


price paid had been satisfactory, and it was reasonable to hope 
that in future the tobacco crop would produce a substantial revenue 
for the colonists. On the industrial side, a large flour mill at Haifa 
had just begun to work, and the sales were progressing satisfactorily. 


At Athblit, the production of salt was progressing satisfactorily. In | 


Poland, special attention had been given in the course of the last three 
months to the activities of the Caisses de Prets. Two hundred and thirty- 
six ('aisses de Prets had received the support of the Ica, and all these 
institutious had recently received new advances. The technical schools, 
supported by the Ica, had opened the new year under satisfactory con- 


ditions. Their equipment had been completed, and good teachers had . 


he!ped much to improve the position. On the other hand, in consequence 
of the increase in the cost of living, the burden thrown upon the Ica had 
been substantially larger during the current year. In the devastated 


regions round Vilna and Nowgrodek, a new credit had been voted by the 


ica for the purpose of rebuilding houses damaged during the war. Thanks 
to the Ica’s assistance, more than 5,000 people had secured roofs over 


their heads in this district. At the beginning of this year the Ica entered 


into arrangements for 
RE-STARTING WORK IN RUSSIA 


in a tentative manner. Previous to the war its activities were directed 
to the provision of credit, the improvement of technical education, and 
agricultural development. Now, asa start, a certain number of Caisses 


de Prets in Russia have been inspected, and seventy of them, with 12,800 | 


members, had already received credits and advice on very difficult 
problems arising from monetary conditions. During the last three 
months, assistance had also been given in the provision of technical 
education. The Joint Distribution Committee had generously pro- 
vided the new equipment required, and the Ica had undertaken 
the maintenance of several schools in Minsk, Homel, Mobhilev, 
and Vitebsk. Work in the Jewish Colonies was now develop- 


ing normally. The support of the Ica to farming in Bessarabia had 


enabled Jewish farmers to increase their live and dead stock, 
develop their farms, purchase selected seeds, etc. These measures were 
closely connected with the work of propaganda and of agricultural 


= education, including the introduction of new branches of cultivation. 
- Agricultural experts and teachers were provided by the Ica and at the 


same time advances were given. In addition, funds were provided for the 


extension of experimental fields, and financial support had also been’ 


provided to the Technical School at Kishineff. In Rumania, the Ica had 
been obliged to continueits assistance to the Jewish schools, as it had 
done in the past twenty-five years. In view of the relative prosperity of 
the various communities, the subventions had sometimes been reduced, and 
occasionally suppressed. In addition to its other operations, the Ica had 
had to deal in the course of the last few months with the very difficult 
task of evacuating a number of Russian refugees in Poland and 
Rumania, threatened with expulsion by the respective governments. 

After some remarks by Haham Dr. GASTER, | | 

Mr, ISAAC SELIGMAN said that he wouid be glad if the President could 
submit a balance-sheet of the Ica, s0 that they could see how far its 
resources had been affected by the drop in values as a result of the war. 
As one of the shareholders, he thought the Association was entitled to be 
kept informed as to the Ica’s financial position. 

The PRESIDENT said that the Ica had nothing to conceal, andif any 
member felt any special interest in the balance-sheet he would see what 
could be done. . He could assure them that the money that was available 


was spent with the utmost care and economy, and in the best interests of - 


Jewry throughout the world. Whether it was desirable that the financial 


position should be made public, was a matter on which he would have to — 


consult the Council of the Ica. He did not think it was its duty to 
gratify even harmless curiosity. 3 

Mr. E. N. ADLER said that Mr. Seligman was absolutely correct in his 
request. The Association owned a quarter of the shares of the [ca in 
their own right, and held another quarter for the Alliance Isralévte. They 
knew that there were very considerable funds at the disposal of the Ica, 
and they knew, and fully recognised, that it had done and was doing most 
remarkable work in the sense intended by Baron de Hirsch. It was not 
with a view to criticism that Mr. Seligman, the Treasurer of the Associa- 
tion and a trustee of the shares, asked that he should be entitled to 


inspect the balance-sheet and to learn what effect the war had had on.

The Rev. I. Raffalovich. 


A “CALL” TO BRAZIL.

Evolutionary Judaism. 
SERMON BY THE REY. J. RABBINOWITZ. 


Preaching at the Higher Broughton (Manchester) Synagogue on 
Sabbath last, the Rev. J. Rabbinowitz, B.A., said: There is a Midrashic 
legend which tells that God confounded the language of the generation 
of the Tower of Babel, because they said “damaging things” of Him— 
(O"'" O° 927. Likewise, when men begin to question unintelligently thy 
Providence of God and to criticise unsparingly the precepts from super- 
ficial knowledge, they become confounded in their language, and before 
long they do not understand even themselves. Judaism fears no scrutiny. 
Its doctrines bear the most Searching examination, and will 
Withstand the most forcible argumentation. But what it demands is 
Sympathetic handling and respectfal treatment. When we discuss the 
ceremonials of Judaism, and reason about its complex ritual, let us 
beware that we do not follow the example of the men of the days of the 
Tower of Babel, and say, without thinking, “damaging things” of our 
Judaism. If a ceremony no longer appeals to us, and appears to us to have 
become obsolete, and short of spirituality, let us not fail to envisage that 
ceromony inits historic perspective, and we will find in it renewed beauty 
and symbolism. Much of the dissatisfaction with our present-day official! 
orthodox Judaism is due to a want of deep thinking on the part of its 
Critics, and others neglect to view the precepts of Judaism in the light of 
historic research. The more learned the critic, the less arbitrary he is 
in hig methods, and the more sparing he is of old and tried institutions. 
Reform Judaism had its origin in Germany. Among its strongest 
exponents were men like Geiger and Zunz, two of the foremost scholars 
of modern Jewry. The reforms advocated by these scholars are mild 


. Compared with the drastic mutilations preached by the teachers of 


“Liberal” Judaism. Theirs was a modernisation in the light of know. 


_ ledge, and on the basis of deep Jowish learning. They revaiued old 


values, reinterpreted old truths, and applied them to modern needs. 
Such reform is helpful, is constructive, and is conducive to the retaining | 
Of proper standards of Judaism. In fact, it is an evolutionary reform, 
through which ail religions, Judaism included, must pass. Though we 


term ourselves orthodox Jews, yet our orthodoxy, if tried by the standard 


of Jewish orthodoxy of the early middie ages, would hardly pass the test. 
To meet modern needs we have introduced into our Judaism many an 
innovation which to our forefathers of the earlier centuries would have 
appeared strongly heretic. The Sabbath sermon in the vernacular, occa- 
sional prayers in the language of the country of our adoption, a translation 
of our prayers printed in our prayer-books, side by side with the Hebrew, 
all these are reforms in Judaism, but reforms which have proved their 
real worth and produced rich fruits..

In Poland it is unsafe 
for the Jew to enter a train, and the latest news from this beggar-on-horse- 
back among countrics is that any limited company has the right to refuse 
Jewich shareholders; though at such a moment of Jewish misery it is 
pleasant, if significant, to read that the Jews of Warsaw have subscribed 
five million Polish marks for the children to the Japanese earthquake fund, 


Even in Turkey, land of immemorial Jewish toleration, the new Angora . 


nationalism is repreducing all the economic chauvinism of Christendom ¢ 
while a sort of Fascisti gane closes all Jewish shops on Friday, the Moslem 
Sabbath, The ‘ Jewish National Home ”’ itself is not free from pogroms. 
As late as August 3ist., ten Jews were wounded at Tel-Joseph in an Arab 
affray. Tilllately there were no Jews in Japan ; but the great trek of suffering 
Jewry from Bolshevist Russia, deposited many of our Schlemih!s into that 
Prussia of the East, which Nature was preparing to desolate like the Prussia of 


the West ; and piteous eries for help from Japan were added to the many 


with which my great-hearted friend, Louis Marshall, is so wearisomely familiar. 
For alas ! these Jewries. which are bone of our bone, resemble the bones of 
which the physiologist tells us that they betray their existence only when in 
pain. So far the Jews of Japan have not been accused of the earthquake ; 
but the ruin wrought by Nature is less tragic than the ruin wrought by the 
hooligans of the Ukraine, where, in the grim language of the Chief Rabbi of 
the British Empire, “150,000 human beings were bayonetted, bombed, 
buried alive, drowned, thrown alive into lime pits, and subjected to the most 
diabolical tortures that only a Dantesque imagination could conceive.” All 
Eastern Europe. in fact, is rec with the trails of our bleeding fugitives. 
Mussolini has obtained from Greece fifty million lire as compensation for a 
few murdered Italians. If we had the power to impose blood-money for 
our murdered, the Jewish National Treasury would: be so replete that the 
financing of Palestine would become child’s play. 


The only thing to be said for the Christendom that has witnessed these — 


horrors without protest is that the treatment of the Jew at the hands of 


the Christian nations is only a little worse than their treatment of one another, . 


Jewish Might Non-Existen.. 

National politics is the realm of Might, and if, as Dr. Hertz warns us, 
the menace of massacre still lies over the whole Russian Jewry should the 
Soviet Government be overthrown, we must face the sad fact that Jewish 
Might does not exist. We are like those children, whose fate Thomas Hardy 
deplores in one of his novels, trailed helplessly hither and thither in the wake 
_of drunken and improvident parents. Armed defence in the Ghettos may 
do something to mitigate pegroms; but the one hope for the Jewish Diaspora, 
as for so many other racial minorities in the resurrected or parvenu countiies 
created by the Treaty of Versailles, lies in the enforeement by the League 


of Nations of one of the few righteous sections of that Treaty, namely, the- 


clause providing ter the protection of minorities. | | 
Sir Willoughby Dickinson, the President of the Minorities’ Commission 
of the League of Nations Union, says Great Britain regards the protection 
of the Jewish minorities as an especial aim. But this Unien has only moral 
power ; and of political power the League of Nations itself has only a modicum, 
It is, moreover. as yet a spurious institution, which, as I have said, is less 
a League of Nations than a League of Damnations. But even if Russia 
and Germany were admitted to it, and America joined it, it would still be 
a defective institution so long as its members mutually pledged themselves 
to maintain the integrity of their existing territories without first enquiring 
whether the existing distribution of these territories was equitable, especially 
in relation to populations, port facilities, and free option of nationality, 
and without providing for the expansion or contraction of territories in 
accordance with the growth or decline of populations. For, in a world of 
flux, the justice ef to-day is the injustice of to-morrow. The readjustment 
_ to a changing reality has been the main factor in producing war, and any 
league that. omitted to provide for the inevitable movement of life might 
produce Peace, but it would not produce Justice. There is only one way 
to World-Peace, and that is the absolute abolition of passports, visas, fron- 
tiers, custom-houses, and all other devices that make of the population 
of our planct not a co-operating civilisation, but a mutual irritation socicty. 
] present this idea to Mr. Bok, though I am sure he will not award me his 
Peace Prize. It.is the overlooking, wilful or foolish, of the raw realities of 
the case that turns so much peace-idealism into hot ait or spilt ink. The 


nations do not want Peace because they are unwilling to pay the price —the 


surrender of sovereign rights, 


But, however America may find isolation justifiable or practicable, it

| A Projected Conference in 1914. 

In 1914 I called a public meeting, open to all Jews without distinction of 
party or nationality, to be held on September 6 in the Neue Volkshaus of 
Zurich, already hired for the purpose, with the object of discussing—I quote 
the text of the printed announcement—“ the possibility or advisability of

The discussion was to be initiated by myself, with a letter of greet ing from 

Dr. Max Nordau, and our two names in large capitals wind up the announce. 
ment. It thus appears that both Max Nerdau and myself—he as practically 
chief of the Zionists, I as President of the Territorialists—-had reached th 
conclusion that neither programme could cope with the complexity of the 
problems of Jewish life, and that Dr. Herzl, the immortal inspirer of both oyy 
parties, had proposed too simplified a solution. The way seemed thus open 
for the building of a Jewish World-Congress, which should unite all Jewis, 
elements and deal with every aspect of Jewish life. For my part, I foung 
myself wishing that Dr. Herz! had begun with calling such a Congress, insteaq 
of one with a single cut-and-dried solution of the manifold Jewish questiog,

mentary institution in Jewish life which I thought you had now called into 
being, here in this city of more than a million and a-half Jews, a Jewry far 
greater than that of Jerusalem in the prime of its glory, and that it was from 
its platform I was to have the honour of speaking.

Melting Pot” at all is open to question—indeed the question is raised in my 
play of that name—but some 3,600,000 Jews having answered it in the 
afirmative—and it is a question which only they themselves have the right to 
answer—it remains beyond question that so vast a body of Jews—«consider- 
ably outnumbe~ing the population of their ancient suzerain and spiritual 
rival, Greece—needs an organ for self-expression, self-protection and the 
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defence of its less fortunate fellows in other lands. 


An Imperfect and One-sided Organisation. 

History, which is largely a record of the melting of minorities in majorities, 
records no instance—except that of the gipsies who are nomads outside 
civilisation—of the survival of a group not segregated in space or not pro- 
tected by a burning faith as by a frontier of fire, and the religious minorities 
need political organisation even more than the territorial minorities. 

To my disappointment, however, I find that you have succeeded in creat: 
ing this political organisation only in an imperfect and one-sided form. From

The return to acrimonious debate, to the shattering of unity alrcady

taining to resident aliens; a status which when proposed by a Belloc they are 
the first to cry out against. Moreover, they would be subject to sinister con- 
tingencies should war ever break out between America and the suzerain of 


Palestine. You know how comfortable your Germans were in the last war — 


even when full American subjects. The tragic humour of the situation is 
that the Jewish Nationalists could not even register themselves as Jews ; 
the only national label open to them, according to the Mandate, Article 
Seven, reinforced by the White Paper, Ciause Four, is ‘ Palestinians,’ a 


label which they share with the Palestine Arabs and Christians. For 


Diaspora Nationalism we must, therefore, read Diaspora Palestinism. 
A Zionist only in Zion. 
_ Again, every acknowledged citizen of a State claims the protection of 
that State wherever he may be. And we know how super-loyal England 
was to this principle in 1850 in the case of Don Pacifico, who, although a 
Portuguese Jew, merely possessed of a British citizenship through his birth 
in Gibraltar, and actually living in Athens, found himself, when his house in 
Athens was plundered, the subject of Lord Palmerston’s famous speech to 
the refrain of civis Romanus sum, winding up with the declaration: “A 
British subject in whatever land he may be shall feel confident that the 


watchful eye and strong arm of England will protect him against injustice 


and wrong.” But I cannot find in the British Mandate any obligation to 
safeguard self-proclaimed Palestinians in the Diaspora. Do they perhaps 
suppose the Arabs of Palestine will goad Britain to their rescue? But 


absentee patriotism is at best no admirable form of that virtue. The only way. . 


of being a Zionist is to be in Zion. _ | 
Ferdinand, the ex-King of Bulgaria, is credited with the definition of a 
Zionist as a man who pays another man to livein Zion. When one remembers 
that though Zionism is practically financed from America, only sixty-six 
Jews left America for Palestine in 1922, one sees that Ferdinand was not 


far out. Believe me, when I had hopes of the establishment of a Jewish © 
tate, whether in Palestine or elsewhere, it never even occurred to me that 


I should not settle there. For years my wife and I lived on an uncertain 
footing, never knowing when the call might come, and if when it did come 
] had hesitated to answer it, I am sure she would have gone off first. Thee 
is to be no Jewish State in Palestine—only a development of the Jewish 
nationality previously existing in Palestine. That was formally laid down in 
the Churchill-Samuel White Paper, and was formally accepted by the Zionist 
leaders. My monition at the great Balfour Declaration meeting that Mount 
Zion in labour must not produce a mouse has been disregarded. 
The Greeks had a puzzle which they called Soros. It consisted in taking 


a few grains of sand and adding another, and asking whether that made a 


heap, and then going on and on till at last when you said there was a heap, 
they challenged you to explain why at that particular point the addition of 
one grain turned the sandintoaheap. Zionism suggests an opposite puzzle— 
at what point in smallness of area and limitation of self-government a Jewish 
- National Home ceases to be a Jewish National Home. We are far 
indeed from that not unnatural interpretation of the Balfour Declaration, 
which set the Yiddish journals of the world playing at the making 
of Jewish Cabinets, in one of which, I remember, I myself figured as Foreign 


- Becretary. It is fortunate that I took no part in these jubilations or in the - 


Messianic trumpet-blowing at Jerusalem, else I might have been seriously 
disappointed. This whittling down of even the semi-Zionism conceded 


_ by the Balfour Declaration is the sole justification—apart from money-drives 


—of thecontinuance of the Zionist Organisation in the Diaspora, but I fail 
to see how those who accept this White Paper or White Feather Zionism can 
continue to call themselves Zionists, unless they join the existing Jewish 
community in Palestine. For them, as for all other absentee workers, 


including the Brandeis group with its formula of “ Zion before Zionism,” Pro. 


Zionist is the maximum term possible, That was the condition laid down 
by the Balfour Declaration, formulating as it did, though in the concrete 


_¢ase of Palestine, what the Territorial Organisation had long declared 
to be the only feasible political formula for any territory, to wit, that it was 


to be “ acquired for those Jews unable or unwilling ” to live in the Diasporg, 
With the acceptance of the Balfour Declaration, by Zionists and anti-Zion; 
alike, both these parties should have disappeared from the Diaspora ; and if 
there is pathos in the inability of the Zionists to grasp that their day hag 
passed, there is nothing more sordid in Jewish history than the sulley 

surreptitious attempt of our Anglo-Jewish Grand Dukes to undermine 3 
Declaration which, while guaranteeing their own status, offered to other Jews 


a measure of salvation. 


A Jewish Autonomous Colony. 


In 1904 I myself discussed with President Roosevelt at. the White Houge 
the whole subject of the relation of American Jews to a Jewish autonomoug 
colony. Roosevelt thought that any official opinion on the subject had begs 
come personally through Secretary Hay, the Minister for Foreign Affaing, 
who, accordingly, after a most sympathetic conversation, empowered me tg 
publish his opinion that it was open to all American Jews, without the faintest 
imputation on their patriotism, to take part in the foundation of such a colony, 
So far from imperilling the status of American Jews, Zionism—if only through 
the conferment of the freedom of this great city on its leader—has incr ased 
the honour of Israel. Is it not time to have done with these terrors ang 
bogeys ? Has not America herself rallied nobly to the help of a stricken 
yellow people that is potentially a foe ? The human heart is large enouzh to 
hold many sympathies, and it is only when they go to an actual foe that they 
become unpatriotic. 7 

The principle of “ Safety first ” we have tried for nigh two thousand yearg, 
and the result is an absence of safety whose only parallel is among the haplegg 


Armenians. ‘To add insult to injury, the world still attaches to us the stigma — 


of Shylock. 

Such a stigma comes strangely from a world whose chief concern is now 
with Reparations. Viewing the nations, as one should sometimes do through 
a diminishing lens to get the true proportions, how squalid appears the Franco. 


German struggle, how meanly one would think of two households ready te 


-pacrifice even their unborn children to a quarrel over dollars—Shylock hinmself 


repudiated the offered gold in a sublimer savagery. 
| Protagonists of Judaism. 
But the world’s contempt for the Jew is not wholly undeserved. A people, 


‘a faith, in so parlous a situation, lives not under peace conditions, but under 


war conditions, and the standard of duty exacted from every Jew is not a 
peace-standard but a war-standard. How high that was you know from the 
summits of sacrifice to which American Jews no less than American Christians 
rose in the late war. ‘To this war-standard a small minority of Jews have 
lived up—or are now trying to live up—a Marmorek, a Baron Hirsch, an 
Israel Friedlander, a Bernard Cantor, a Jacob Schitf, a Mayer Sulzberger. I 


_ have mentioned only the dead. But even at the risk of invidious distinction 
I-must name Baron Edmond de Rothschild and two of your own philan-— 


thropists whose beneficence particularly appeals to me, because it has this 
feature in common, that it transcends racial boundaries, and is thus peculiarly 
Jewish. One is the supporter of negro education, Julius Rosenwald, and the 


other is the man literally overflowing with the milk of human kindness— — 


New York’s best citizen, your beloved President, Nathan Straus. Had 
every Jew lived up to the Straus war-standard the Jewish status to-day 
would have been very different. 

A Turning Point in our History. | 

And if to these protagonists of Judaism were added those who though 


‘not directly serving Israel have helped by their political efficiency—the 
Herbert Samuels, the Readings, the Montagus, the Matthew Nathans, the. 


Oscar Strauses, the Bernard Baruchs, the Gomperses—and if to these were 
further added the artists, the musicians, the writers, and the ethical 
preachers, the list would exhaust your patience and my time. About 
the year 70 Jochanan ben Zakkai,, escaping in a coffin from 
beleaguered Jerusalem, turned the people he thus paradoxically kept 


alive into the despised and rejected of men, and doomed unborn millions to 


crucifixion and martyrdom. Such great historic disasters as that which he 
strove to circumvent are not to be retrieved—if indeed they can be retrieved 
‘at all by tepid compromises. In 1850 Garibaldi, setting out to 


_ redeem Italy, offered his followers not comfort and happiness, but suffering 


split up into parties and factions, unorganized and unorganizable. It may 


and death. Behind the story of the Irish Free State lies the agony of ten 
thousand martyrs. I am no admirer of De Valera, because even a patriot 
must be sane, and not impose sacrifices on himself or on others for trivialities, 
But the gap between De Valera and even the most ardent Jewish leader is too 
great. ‘There must surely be some mean between Erskine Childers and Uriah 
Heep. We have had many new Nehemiahs of late, but I do not gather that 
even Sir Herbert Samuel, who at least resides in Palestine, has taken on 
Palestinian nationality. Perhaps he is waiting for an improvement in the 
Jewish political status. Not that we Jews shrink any more than the followers 
of Garibaldi from suffering and death ; but it is never under Jewish leadership 
or for Jewish salvation. The war-whoop, declared so un-Jewish, rises shrilly 
enough under the call of other races. Jabotinsky nearly touched the true 
war-standard of service, but even he now edits a paper in Berlin. Almost 
the only heroic feature in the new Palestine epic, since the pioneering of our 
Pilgrim Fathers some forty years ago, is the advent of the Haluzim ; almost 
the only heroic incident is the death of Trumpeldor, the Russo-Jewish 
soldier, who, having already lost one arm in the defence of Russia, died in the 
defence of Zion, crying: “ It is good to die’ for one’s country.” Ever this 


incident has been left for an Arab poet to dramatise, and I had great pleasure 


in acceding to his request that I should write a preface to his play, now in the 
Press. But that dying cry of Trumpeldor—how it would have lashed and 
stung me had I been to-day a Zionist leader ! | 


As for the vast majority of Jews, there is not even a peace-standard of 


communal obligation or solidarity. In 1907 I read in Die Welt an appalling 


account of the internal situation of Russian Jewry, which was described as 
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have been under the inspiration of that description that I wrote a tragic 
** Ghetto Comedy,” showing all these parties, whom no Russian Jew could 
unify, united in death by the Russian Christians. 

With regard to the forthcoming General Election in Austria, we are told 
that the Jewish bankers are contributing towards the ‘‘ Christian Social ” 
election fund, against the working class. The poorer Jews are to support the 
Social Democrats, while middle-class Jewry will. be divided between the 
former Liberals and the small Jewish National group. A traveller, Mr. J. 
Cohen Lask, who returned from Poland a month or so ago, gives us a similar 
picture of Polish Jewry with its multiplicity of Bundists, Zeire-Zionists, 
Poale-Zionists, Communists, Volkists, Yiddishists, Agudists and Mizrachists, 
culminating in a plague of Wonder-Rabbis, each with its own adherents. 

Jewish Potency and Dignity. 
The incompleteness of this Congress is but one symptom of your own 


- dissensions, and Palestine is perhaps more split up than the Diaspora. There 


prevails, of course, among the anti-Semites of Europe, a different 
conception of “ the elders of Zion.” It is thought—and the belief has been 
imported into America in a Ford car—that our Elders are engaged in a 
conspiracy to dominate the world, or at least—I quote a recent issue of the 
Libre Parole of Paris—to find in its destruction compensation for their dis- 
appointment. In a sense we are complimented by this grotesque accusation. 
It is the only tribute to our potency and dignity which the world has paid us 
for centuries. But as one the best years of whose life has been sacrificed to 
the vain attempt to bring about Jewish solidarity; as one who has been 
in intimate touch with the leading Elders of Zion throughout the world; as 
one present at the first Zionist Congress, at which the conspiracy is alleged 
to have been hatched ; as one who saw with sorrow and admiration our East 


European Jewries, though on the verge of massacre, throw back to the British 


Government the one piece of the world that- was offered them gratis—-the 


territory in British East Africa: as one who has watched with equal concern — 


but no admiration the only too successful attempt of the heads of British 
Jewry to burke the Jewish opportunity of acquiring Palestine—I say that 
whoever has honestly believed in these Elders of Zion and their fantastic 
conspiracy is a fool, and whoso shall continue to repeat this accusation to 
which I hereby give the lie is a reckless and incorrigible rogue. If the Jews 
have a political failing, it is that they are only too patriotic-——were it possible 
they would be two hundred per cent. Americans. 


| Anti-Semitism: A Counter Current. 

The free entry of alcohol into Ameriea, however great an evil alcohol 
‘may be, seems to me less dangerous to America than the entry and diffusion 
of a lying and dangerous spirit calculated to relieve the latent blood-thirst 
of the baser elements that exist inevery country. : 

What oan the Jews of America do to combat this spirit? Nothing 
directly. Poison gas, as was shown by the anti-gas fan invented by that 
distinguished Jewess, the late Mrs. Ayrton, can best be beaten back by fanning 
downwards, so as to set up air currents that will of themselves repel it. In 
refusing to take any royalty or reward for the hundred thousand fans used by 
the British Army, in being the sole inventor who refrained from putting in a 
claim, Mrs. Ayrton herself set up such a counter-current to anti-Semitism. 
Instead of hiding their race or faith, Jews must become martyrs—a word that 
does not mean “ sufferers,” but witnesses. Suffering alone does not make a 
martyr. QOur poor murdered myriads in the Ukraine-—-to what did they 
testify? Or, if they testified to something vital, the world has not known 
what it was. That is not “ witnessing.” Perhaps it is because we appear 
always in the réle of a Mrs. Gimmidge, endlessly weeping, that the bored 
world sees in us only a quaint survival. If one suggests that the voice of 
Jerusalem has still something to utter, it is as if one suggested that Tutan- 
khamen might find his tongue. I fear that even the mission-preaching Jews 


' would be seriously disturbed, if one proposed to take “ the mission of Israel ” 


seriously. They might find Diaspora Judaism even more dangerous than 
Diaspora Nationalism. For what in a nutshell is Judaism? It is the torch 
of Reason in the hand of Love. 
Egypt, the cradle of civilisation, but it stamped it with the seal of its own 
ethical genius. Surrounded by the mailed might of monstrous empires, its 
prophets cried aloud for humanity and justice. I know not if you still pre- 


serve on the eve of Yom Kippur our fussy English fashion of wishing one 


another “ well over the fast.’ A paltry abstention for twenty-four hours ! 
Why, you remember the Mayor of Cork, who hunger-struck for weeks and 
weeks, till at last he was dead for Ireland. A religion should be felt as a 
joy, not as a burden to be imposed by ceaselessly scolding ministers and 


anxious congresses. No Judaism can live if it have not the joy of life, and 


the joy of battle. I rejoice to hear again the old battle-cry for justice, the 
old voice that cried in the wilderness resounding again, not from the mouth 
of Rabbis, but from the young poets of the Diaspora, arraigning the so-called 
civilisation of Christendom. You can hear it in Paris from Fleg and Spire 
and Cohen; and it is answered from England by Louis Golding and Siegfried 


- Bassoon, and the poet son of Sir Alfred Mond; and finds confirmation from 


Jessie Sampter, now in Palestine, and Samuel Roth, Louis Untermyer, and 
many another young singer in your own country. 

And while we men have been talking about a Jewish World Congress the 
Jewish women have had it, in Vienna, and among other things they resolved 
that it was their duty to uphold the Peace Ideal even at the risk of suffering. 
Judaism is not indeed so committed to pure pacifism as unreservedly as 
Christianity with its gospel of turning the other cheek. The noble prophecy 
of Isaiah of the last days when men shall beat their swords into plough-shares 
is countered by the patriotic call of Joel to beat plough-shares into swords, 


‘But if Christianity proved unable to accord with life, yet its Middle Ages 


retained some noble senses of the discord. There was the Truce of God, there 
was the reconsecration of ensanguined Shrines. As late as the 16th century 
the Irish in baptising kept the babies’ right hand out of the water, so that 
it might be free to deal Pagan blows. ; 

But in the Great War the vory birthday of Christ was selected as the moab

unexpected moment for the attack on the fellow-Christian foe. Such 
Christianity, as Disraeli once said of a Conservative Government, is “ am 


organised hypocrisy.” 


It is because Zionism which came to revitalise the Jew lost,likeChristianity, 
its first rapture of sacrifice and sincerity, that it finds itself to-day in the 
dismal political situation which evoked at the recent Carlsbad Congress the 
belated resolutions against the Mandatory of Palestine. It seemed to think 
moreover that the cure for aii its evils could be found in what is usually cor- 
sidered the root of all evil, and that if only enough money was collected every- 
thing would go straight. That and that only can be the meaning of its demand 
for a World Congress. 

The Carlsbad Congress has just demanded a World Congress exclusively 


for Zion’s sake. But surely this is to repeat the tragic mistake of Herzl, 
this time with our eyes open. 


Congress and the Jewish Agency. 
I always thought the Zionist Congress was already a world-congresa,

is to be undermined, and Grand Dukes and corporations that do not 
accept Zionism are to be prayed in aid. But even this has already 
been effected by the Congress’s sensible resolution to share with non- 
Zionists the Jewish Agency recognised in the Palestine Mandate. Nob 
that I can understand how anybody can be a non-Zionist who works for 
the Jewish development of Palestine. Mr. Samuel Untermyer assures us 


that the Keren Hayesod he so ably heads has no political aim whatever, 


and Dr. Wise and his group equally disavow the imputation of politica. 
But, then; Sir Herbert Samuel must be wrong in assuring us that all that 
the Jewish National Home needs is more capital and more self-supporting 
Sir Herbert Samuel is indeed wrong in thinking these factors suffice, 
but they are certainly indispensable, and whoever provides them cannot 
avoid their political consequences. Whoever therefore takes part in the 
Jewish Agency, or the proposed World-Congress, must subserve Jewish 
nationalism in Palestine. When at the Carlsbad Congress, the Polish Deputy 
Griinebaum, declared so passionately that autocracy must not reap what 
democracy has sown, he forgot that there was nothing for autocracy to 
reap except the possibility of more sowing. This sounds like an Irish bull, 
but, indeed, the whole debate had a farcical element, for the Agency possesses, 
under the Mandate, no political power whatever, and, indeed, is held by tho 
Zionist Organisation only on Governmental sufferance, and on the express 
condition that it rallies round it “all Jews who are willing to assist in the 
establishment of the Jewish National Home.” For the Zionist Congress, 
therefore, to spend: heated days discussing whether it should or. should not 
share with others the power which it did not possess, and which even if it did 
possess it had no power of withholding from them, is a measure of the unreality 
to which Zionism is now reduced. Moreover, although the Die-hards, who. 
still divide Pinsk from Washington, failed to beat their converted leader, it 
would not have mattered a straw had they succeeded, for the Brandeis, the 
LC.A., the P.LC.A., and the numerous other groups working in Palestine 
are as much Jewish agencies as is the Zionist Organisation. But neither 
tothem nor to the Zionist Organisation can we look for the real build- 
ing up of a National Home. That can only be done by individual 
immigrants anxious to live in the Jewish National Home. And the 
task of the Zionist Organisation was, as I put it at an early Congress, 
to create not things, but conditions—nicht Dingen sondern Bedingungen. 
It is true a territory so ruined as Palestine to be peopled from a 
Diaspora so ruined as the European may need a good deal of preliminary 
philanthropy, but to speak as if the Keren Hayesod could really supply 
the financial foundation is utterly unpractical. I noted in the war that, 
although the British Red Cross Fund had the whole British Empire, neariy 
a fourth of the world, to draw from at a period of the most patriotic enthu- 
siasm, it was several years before, by every conceivable and inconceivable 
method, including the princely generosity of the Indian rajahs, the sum of 
£10,000,000 could be collected. Great sums, in fact, can only be got together 
by the financial company method initiated by the immortal Herzl, who never 
conceived of the head of Zionism as a “‘ King of Schnorrers,” but who meant 
to offer the suzerain of a territory the life-force of the Jewish people as 
compensation for the land, and to offer the investing public this land, enriched 


by the Jewish labour force, as security for their investment. It was quite 


unnecessary that the capital should be Jewish, still less that it should be 
charity money. Rhodes founded Rhodesia with a smaller sum than the 
Keren Hayesod has collected. The best basis of nationality in modern 
That is where the political mishandling 
of Zionism comes in. . Too late the Carlsbad Congress has voted 
its protest that not even “the State lands and waste lands” men- 
tioned in the Mandate have been allotted to the Zionists. Indeed, 
a colonisation without a territorial charter, in which the land hos 
to be bought literally by the square yard, and every purchase puts up the 
price of land against yourself, is a monstrosity unknown to history. ‘There 
is, for example, an agitation in Georgia, led by a Georgian patriot with 
the significant name of Dr. Jacobs, to commemorate its British founder, 
Oglethorpe ; but it appears that Oglethorpe had a grant from George I, the 
land comprising the present States of Georgia, Alabama, and Mississippi. Tho 
further protest of the Carlsbad Congress against the restriction of immigration 
brings to light another political flaw that may well be fatal. “! mmigration, 

says the White Paper, “ will not exceed the economic capacity of the country 
at the time to absorb new arrivals.” But nobody really knows what is the 
absorbing capacity of a country. The protest of the real Zionist Congress — 
the one assembled at Tel Aviv—shows that those on the spot feel that, 
despite the unemployment, there is room for more. But, as Moussa Kazim 
el Husseini, the chief of the Arab Opposition, observed with crushing logio 
in a letter to the London Times, “ if Palestine is to be really a ‘home’ for 
tho Jews, they must be masters there.”” A measure of autonomy is, you see, 
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a sine qua non of colonisation, indeed, of any work, if it is not to be interrupted 


in the middle. 
Autonomous Basis for National Home. 


In the work of the Jewish Territorial Organisation, which aimed at a 
Jewish National Home anywhere “on an autonomous basis,” I was soon 
confronted with this problem. .On the one hand, the self-styled practical - 


men, who are the great bunglers of the world, shied at demanding autonomy, 
On the other hand, every country I approached boggled at conceding it, 
even when they possessed enormous unpeopled territories. Carlyle said the 
population of England was thirty millions, mostly fools. I discovered that 
the population of the world was 1,650,000,000, mostly dogs in the manger. 
Not that they would not part with the land. Only Jews must become like them- 
selves. But, coming down to bed-rock, my Organisation found that the abso 
lute minimum of autonomy was the right to control one’s own immigration. 
Without that one was building upon sand, or on soil politically volcanic. 
Even the non-political Galveston operation, by which in conjunction with the 
sainted Jacob Schiff my Organisation succeeded in planting ten thousand 
Russian Jews west of the Mississippi, so as to break the self-made pale of 
Jewish settlement here, and draw future immigrants away from the congested 
Ghettos, even this 100 per cent. American scheme was impeded by the 
capricious bureaucracy of the local Immigration Board, which, on one occasion 
rejected for poor physique some thirty men, whom, when I journeyed to 


console and compensate them at Bremen, I had photographed as a group of — 


muscular giants. | | 
Palestine Administration. 


Mr. Herbert Samuel, when he was originally sent to spy out the land of 
Zion, before being created a Knight and a Governor, brought back the report 
that Lebanon, a district of the same character as Palestine, carried, per 
square mile, three times its population, and that therefore Zionism was a 
practicable policy. A more naive report was never made by a statesman of 
experience, and one can only suppose that this admirable ex-Home Secretary 
of a civilised country was, like the distinguished scientist Weizmann, entirely 
out of his element in coping with politics in the rough, and countries in the 
making. He might as well have reported that Ireland, a country of the same 
general character as England, carried only a population one-sixth as dense, 


and that, therefore, a great Jewish colonization could be established in | 


Ireland. When you enter the realm of national politics, you enter, as I have 
already pointed out, the realm of Might. That is a crude fact which Lord 
Birkenhead has lately been enforcing in America, and though he forgot that 
over these warring nations there is still a Right which it is our duty to make 
prevail, it remains true that without Might even this Right can rarely be 
stablished. In the case of Zionism you enter not only the realm of Might, 
but also the realm of Right. But when the White Paper says that the Jews 
are in Palestine “ as of right,” that Right has still to be asserted by Might, 
just as much as when Nehemiah’s builders had to held the sword as well as t 
trowel, and it is useless to evade the issue. Itis not Jewish Might, it is Britis 
Might, as the Arabs plainly see. If you Americans are a free and independent 
people, it is because the Might of your ancestors prevailed against the Might 
of England. And if your Red Indians are in reservations, it is because 
their Might failed against yours. In Mr. Loder’s excellent and largely im- 
partial survey of the whole Middle East problem in his book called ‘* The 
Truth about Mesopotamia, Palestine and Syria,’ the Jewish immigration 
is regarded as imposed by England against the will of the inhabitants. And 


the author, who was a member of the British Political Commission attached 


to General Allenby’s staff, and who is therefore tainted with the point of view 


of the military administration which destroyed the Balfour Declaration, . 


is not satisfied that these inhabitants have not the same right to exclude 
immigrants as Canada, Australia, and the United States. The analogy to 
_ these countries is, of course, ridiculous, as Mr. Loder almost sees for himself ;

territory may have been promised to rival applicants, yet I am sure England 
did not issue the Balfour Declaration merely as a war-manoeuvre, but sincerely 
meant to solve the Jewish problem by the establishment of a Jewish State.

not so much conceal as cancel them. Thus Mr. Philp Graves, in pj, 
recent book, ‘‘ Palestine,” tells us that every word of the Balfour Declaration 
was deliberately framed.

It is true, as 
even the White Paper concedes, the Carlsbad Congress may take its grievances 
to the League of Nations-—a strange climax indeed is that deluge of pro- 
British cables with which the Jewries of the world swamped the San Remo 
Conference. It is true, as the Colonial Secretary, the Duke of Devonshire, 
recently admitted in the House of Lords, that England must either - 
carry out its Mandate, or abandon Palestine. But who believes either that 
the League of Nations has the power to coerce England or that England 
will abandon Palestine to the enterprise of France or the lethargy of the 
Arab? No, Dr. Weizmann has received the freedom of New York; he 
cannot obtain the freedom of Jerusalem. That is the symbolic summary of 
his achievement, | 

Political Zionism is dead. All Organizations cling to life, especially when 
they own funds. But humanity must not become a parasite on its own 
machinery, and the proudest will must sometimes acknowledge honourable 
defeat. So-long as David's child was sick, he fasted and lay all night upon the 
earth ; but when the child was dead, he arose and washed and anointed him- 
self and changed his apparel. I see no saner policy for political Zionism, now 
finally bereaved of its hope. 

Approach the Arabs. 

The Arab race, with millions of square miles to draw on for its Renaissance, 
has shown no spark of magnanimity. But the case of the Palestine Arabs 
must be conceded in so far as it is reasonable. By the Balfour Declaration 
they were promised no prejudice to their civil or religious rights. But as 
they had already enjoyed the Parliamentary status under the tyrant Turk, 
their refusal to accept the proposed Crown Colony arrangement, their demand 
for a Constitution in Palestine, though probably only an agitation engineered 


by a Christian minority and the intriguing agents of another Power, is not. 


without some basis. Nevertheless since with the advent of a Parliamentary 
Government Jewish immigration would be restricted if not wholly prohibited, 
by the overwhelming Arab majority, and since this is equally against the 


Balfour Declaration, the only solution is for the Mandatory Power to have a | 


veto on any anti-immigration measure, just as our British Governors had or 
have vetoes on the legislation of our colonies. There must be a Conference 
between Arab and Jewish leaders to settle the conditions of peace. Surely 


Arabs will see that we bring it a blessing, not a curse; surely the two races 


will work together for their common home. — y 

But at best all work to be done in Palestine must be done under alien 
masters, Arab or British. It is urged by the London JewisH CaHRonIc_e that 
the upbuilding of Palestine is a test of Jewry—that by it Israel will be judged, 
But that test must be refused. The challenge is a trap. There can be no 


test of a people that is not master in its own house. Work on in Palestine 


if you will, but remember that the work you do is not so much Jewish- 
National as Christian-sacrifieial. In this land into which you pour your 
money so lavishly. your work, in the words of the great Jew, Saul of Tarsus, 
better known as St. Paul, is pure charity: charity that suffereth long and is 
kind, that beareth all things, that believeth all things, hopeth all things, 
endureth all things, charity that never faileth. 

But even in sacrificing, one should know to what purpose one sacrifices, 
Though the British right hand did not know what the left was doing, the 
Jewish right foot must know where the left is going. It depends on your 
conception of Palestine how you are to develop it, arid how much of the 
lunited funds and forces of Israel you are justified in diverting to it. We 
must cnquire seriously how far we can afford the luxury of building a country 
for the Arabs and a military barrier for the British. Mr. Untermyer may 
say his work has no political aim; it certainly has a political consequence 
~—for other races. 

An All-Jewry Sanhedrin. 

While Mr. Untermyer pleads eloquently for Palestine as a land 
of refuge, Judge Brandeis congratulates himself on the smallness 
which makes it more workable. Here are two opposite concep- 
tions—the one wants quantity of salvation, the other quality. The 
Untermyer conception might alarm. the Arabs and destroy even their 
acquiescence in the Brandeis work. Sir Wyndham Deedes, for three years 
Acting Secretary of Palestine, has avowed that his idea was to see the three 
creeds harmoniously co-operating there—a magnificent conception, but not 
the Zionism he was sent out to promote.

At the Museum of the League of Nations in Geneva, 
I saw that America’s contribution in good works of every sort far 
outweighed that of all the rest of the. world put together; a record which 
American Jewry has paralleled in its own sphere. But Europe needs 
more than doles in aid, and it is for you Jews, who hold in common with 
all good Americans the honour of your country in your keeping, to save 
America from infidelity to her mission of salvation. Here for once you, 
may be legitimately more American than the Americans. For the great 
American ideals are Jewish ideals, and their destruction would be more tragw 
for the world than even the destruction of the Jews. Bryce, in his great 
work on your Commonwealth, applies to your country Dante’s famous 
simile of the lamp-bearer whose lamp guides and lights others over the road

Autonomous Basis for National Home. 


In the work of the Jewish Territorial Organisation, which aimed at a

confronted with this problem. On the one hand, the self-styled practical 
men, who are the great bunglers of the world, shied at demanding autonomy.

without a country of its own is an anomaly,” and that ‘‘ the Arab State 
has not any ground of complaint.’ If the Balfour Declaration has been 
reduced to a mere scrap of paper, the blame lies with the Military 
Administration of Palestine, brazenly overruling the Home Government, 
and with our British permanent officialdom, whose function it is to 
curb the generous impulses of their transient and embarrassed chiefs, and 
to express the honourable indiscretions of ministers in language which doce 
not so much conceal as cancel them. Thus Mr. Philp Graves, in hig 
recent book, ‘‘ Palestine,” tells us that every word of the Balfour Declaration 
was deliberately framed. Our synagogues thanked God for the re-establish. 
ment of Palestine as a Jewish Home, without noticing that the phrase, “, 
Jewish home in Palestine” had been slily substituted. The fact that no 
Zionist protest was made at any point on the document’s road to ruin, com- 
bined with the feeble handling of the situation in Palestine itself by the 
Jewish Governor, precipitated the fiasco of political Zionism. 


Political Zionism Dead! 
The truth is that there is a joint British-Jewish interest in Palestine, 


without which the officialdom of the Foreign Office would have strangled 
the Balfour Declaration even before birth; and this, as Herzl, who loved 


England, admired her colonising capacity, and placed his financial basis in 
England, perceived, was the best guarantee of a Jewish Renaissance in 


Palestine. 


In some respects it might have been better had Franee and England 
frankly divided Syria between them as legitimate spoil of War, leaving the 
Jewish people, whose fate is bound up with the growth of World Truth aud 
World Justice, unentangled with the ambiguous device of Mandates, and the 
dubious justice of Peace Treaties. There is, however, one surpassing advan- 
tage in being under the League of Nations, and not nakedly under Britain, 
that it is a protection to non-British Jews living in such countries as are 
liable to come into clash with Britain. Imagine the situation of the mildest 
non-British Zionist in wartime if he were supposed to be building an enemy 
colony. ‘That is why, imperfect as is the League of Nations, to Zionisin it 
is indispensable. That is why Zionism cannot afford to become the blind and 
obsequious agent of any Power. * | 

At the same time is it unfair that Zionism shall fail to receive from the 


British Government, still less from our yellow press, any acknowledgment 


that its presence is of value to Britain or even to world civilization? It 


is treated as the sole beneficiary, and even my old friend, Sir Alfred Mond, 
in his otherwise noble speech at your Town Hall, warned us Jews that we 


might not do enough to justify England in maintaining the Balfour Mandate. 
An annual difference of some twenty million dollars on the wrong side between 
the imports and exports of Palestine shows how much Jewish money is being 
sunk into the country, let us hope productively. Sir Alfred would have been 
more in order in warning England that she might not do enough to justify 
us in pouring our resources into Palestine. Especially at the time when 
Diaspora has been living through the blackest time even in its history. For 
the ‘‘ Jewish National Home ”’ in Palestine is at this moment as little Jewish 
or National or a Home as any other part of the Diaspora, to which, in fact, 


| Palestine has now been added. Trust Ussischkin, the old stalwart, who actual! y 


living there knows where the shoe pinches, and whose expulsion from office by 
the Very Congress that adopted his protest against the British Government, 
is only another illustration of the confusion in the Zionist camp. The Arabs 
remain as obdurate as ever. The Weizmann-Samuel policy of perpetual 


concession has but confirmed their opposition. A pessimist has been defined | 
- as a man who, placed between two evils, chooses both. The Zionist seems 


like him, for the leadership has sacrified Jewish autonomy without acquiring 
Arab recognition or friendship. In politics, lamented the late Lord Morley, 
you are always between two blunders. The Zionists make both. What does 
this Carlsbad vote of censure on the British Mandatory mean at bottom but 
a demand for more disgruntling of the Arab, more armed force ? But the 
moment for force has passed. 7 
_ I shall always remain persuaded that a Jewish State was possible at the 
moment when the Arab was a defeated enemy, liberated from the Turk and 
glad enough to take on any political impress; that by a policy of racial 
redistribution such as is now in operation between the Greeks and the Turks 
under the Treaty of Lausanne. ‘‘Combined with full compensation for ex- 
propriating land, a policy of mine with which even our Morning Post was 
originally satisfied, the difficulty of making a home out of a territory in which 
we are only one out of nine inhabitants, and in which our total holding of the 
soil is still below four per cent., would have been largely removed.’ I shall 
always believe that at the critical moment the Zionist leadership, unconscious 
of the living forces behind it, such as have already existed in Palestine, or 
found expression in the Haluzim, perhaps even content with the Achad- 
Haamism which, as Dubnow tells us, had already replaced Zionism as early 
as the Congress of 1913, failed in nerve and will power. But the hour of 
dest is has passed. A great moment found, as Herzl had foreboded, a small 
people.

Nor all your Tears wash out a Word of it.” 


An expropriation policy tolerable in the immense tragedy of the war 
would be inadvisable to-day. Think of the world-jungle in which, as seen 
from my aeroplane, the little Jewry nestles. All countries civilised enough 
to have chemists and inventors are busy preparing to destroy the remnants 
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of civilisation. We are menaced with the possibility of all life being driven 
underground, and Man, the apex of the ages, regressing into a super-rabbit 
or returning literally to the Cave-Man. As Dr. Hertz finely said, ‘“‘ A world 
that was almost destroyed by hate is trying to save itself by hate.” Lloyd 


George reminded us recently that there are ten million more men under arms 


in Europe than before the War to end War. While I am sure it secthes 
with more oppressed minorities than before the Principle of Nationalities 
was invoked for racial protection. Even in the weeks before sailing here, 
having booked my passage on a French boat, I was not sure that Anglo-French 
friction would not prevent my crossing. That friction, had it developed, 
would have set the new Jewry of Palestine in arms against the neighbouring 
French Syria. Who would throw a match into such a powder-factory as the 
globe has become ? No, not only must all the forces of Israel be mobilised 
against the next war, but we must forgo our political hopes in Palestine rather 
than kindle a conflagration which may ravage the whole world. It is true, as 

even the White Paper concedes, the Carlsbad Congress may take its grievances 
to the League of Nations—a strange climax indeed is that deluge of pro- 
British cables with which the Jewries of the world swamped the San Remo 
Conference. It is true, as the Colonial Secretary, the Duke of Devonshire, 


recently admitted in the House of Lords, that England must either 


carry out its Mandate, or abandon Palestine. But who believes either that 
the League of Nations has the power to coerce England or that England 
will abandon Palestine to the enterprise of France or the lethargy of the 
Arab? No, Dr. Weizmann has received the freedom of New York; he 
cannot obtain the freedom of Jerusalem. That is the symbolic summary of 
his achievement, 

Political Zionism is dead, All Organizations cling to life, especially when 
they own funds. But humanity must not become a parasite on its own 
machinery, and the proudest will must sometimes acknowledge honourable 


defeat. So long as David's child was sick, he fasted and lay all night upon the - 


earth ; but when the child was dead, he arose and washed and anointed him- 
self and changed his apparel. I see no saner anes for political Zionism, now 
— bereaved of its hope. 
Approach the Arabs. 
The Arab race, with millions of square miles to draw on for its Ridin’. 


has shown no spark of magnanimity. But the case of the Palestine Arabs 


must be conceded in so far as it is reasonable. By the ‘Balfour Declaration 
they were promised no prejudice to their civil or religious rights. But as 


- thev had already enjoyed the Parliamentary status under the tyrant Turk, 


their refusal to accept the proposed Crown Colony arrangement, their demand 
for a Constitution in Palestine, though probably only an agitation engineered 
by a Christian minority and the intriguing agents of another Power, is not 
without some basis. Nevertheless since with the advent of a Parliamentary 
‘Government Jewish immigration would be restricted if not wholly prohibited, 
by the overwhelming Arab majority, and since this is equally against the 
- Balfour Declaration, the only solution is for the Mandatory Power to have a 
veto on any anti-immigration measure, just a3 our British Governors had or 
have vetoes on the legislation of our colonies. . There must be a Conference 
between Arab and Jewish leaders to settle the conditions of peace. Surely 
Arabs will see that we bring it a blessing, not a curse ; surely the two races 
will work together for their common hese. | 
But at best all work to be done in Palestine must be done under alien 
masters, Arab or. British. It is urged by the London JEwisH CaHRronicie that 
the upbuilding of Palestine is a test of Jewry—that by it Israel will be judged. 
But that test must be refused. The challenge is a trap. There can be no 
test of a people that is not master.in its own house. Work on in Palestine 
if you will, but remember that the work you do is not so much Jewish- 
National as Christian-sacrificial. In this land into which you pour your 
money so lavishly, your work, in the words of the great Jew, Saul of Tarsus, 


better known as St. Paul, is pure charity: charity that suffereth long and is. 


kind, that beareth all things, that believeth all things, hopeth all things, 
endureth all things, charity that never faileth. 
But even in sacrificing, one should know to what purpose one sacrifices, 
Though the British right hand did not know what the left was doing, the 
Jewish right foot must know where the left is going. It depends on your 
conception of Palestine how you are to develop it, and how much of thie 
lunited funds and forces of Israel you are justified in diverting to it. We 
must enquire seriously how far we can afford the luxury of building a country 
for the Arabs and a military barrier for the British. Mr. Untermver may 
say liis work has no political aim; it certainly has a political consequence 
—for other races. | 
An All-Jewry Sanhedrin. 


While Mr. Untermyer pleads eloquently for Palestine as a land 


of refuge, Judge Brandeis congratulates himself on the smallness 
which makes it more workable. Here are two opposite concep- 


tions—the one wants quantity of salvation, the other quality. The 
Untermyer conception might alarm the Arabs and destroy even their 
acquiescence in the Brandeis work. Sir Wyndham Deedes, for three years 
Acting Secretary of Palestine, has avowed that his idea was to see the three 
creeds harmoniously co-operating there-—a magnificent conception, but not 
the Zionism he was sent. out to promote. Then there is the cultural Zionism, 
in fact, a London fog is nothing to the fog that hangs over the Zionist 
propaganda through which gleams only one clear sky sigu, “ Give Money.” 
Money must, indeed, be poured into Palestine ; but to much better purpose 
when the representatives of all pro-Zionist parties have got together so as 
net fo get in owe another's way, and when big business has got together 
with them and decided upon a practical financial scheme which shall be not 
the old Chalukah writ large, but on the lines of that loan recently negotiated 
by the little Palestine tewn of which Samuel Untermyer is an honorary citizen. 
‘The Palestine Government, too, must raise its promised loan to develop the 
resources of the country, and Britain must at once, according to the terms 
of her mandate, encourage, “in co-operation with the Jewish Agenoy, close 


- proposals such as lately emanated from Mexico. We are now told that the 


bluntly that the idea that the Jews will go only to Palestine is a myth, which 


settlement by Jews on the land, including State lands and waste lands not 
required for public purposes.” 

Such round-table conferences are much more necessary than Palcstinion 
World Congresses, to which in any ease they are indispensably preliminary. 
They should also clear of the fog through which it looms ghastly the long-fore- 
trumpeted Hebrew University, of which we are still uncertain whether it 
is to be a University for the internal needs of our Palestinian youth, or that 
University for the Diaspora made necessary by the all-pervasive numerus 
clausus, or a cultural centre or a religious centre or a prophetic world centre. 
The embryonic institution is rightly proud that Einstein lectured at it, but 
I did not gather that he lectured in Hebrew, though any language Hinstein 
lectures in might, as the French say, be Hebrew to his hearers, A 
World-Congress for our World-affairs would leave no excuse to any Jew 
of remaining unrepresented in it, unless his solution of the Jewish 
question was dissolution. The concerns of the Diaspora are all the more 
important because Zionism, which came to demolish it, has strengthened its 
foundations. That is no uncommon phenomenon in history. Movements 
started to produce a certain result may poumne the exact contrary. ‘Plus, 
the Crusader, designed to wrest the tomb of Christ from the Turk, ended in 
the extension of Oriental influence throughout the West. In our own day the 
attempt made to destroy militarism has producedia number of new Prussias, 
small or large. Similarly Herzl’s attempt to destroy the tii horn has ¢ nee 
in arresting its natural dissolution, for nothing is so unifying as working 
together for the same object. The Zionists will not live in Palestine, but in 
the subsidence of Judaism their work for it will keep alive their common 
Jewish consciousness, 

The Congress. representing all Jewry need not be organised centrally. 
Every country should have its own Jewish Congress like yours, a: ey as the 
British Parliament showed the way to all the world, so the American Jewish 
Congress should show the way to all Isracl. Each of these Congresses acting 
as an electoral college would suffice to create the World-Council, the San- 
hedrin, so long extinct. By this Sanhedrin the spheres and the fiiaviods of 
the various organisations could be adjusted: organisations which now 
overlap, and which I can now only briefly mention, such as the American 
Distribution Committee, the Federation of Ukrainian Jews, the O.Z.E. that 
has done so much medically to save the European Ghettos from utter col- 
lapse, the O.R.T. that is so sagaciously diverting the Jews.of Russia to rural 
fabour. I wish I had time to tell you how effectively the OPT. has 
intervened in the redistribution of occupations which has been going on in 
Soviet Russia, and how, though many Jews have perished in this tragi¢ 
economic transformation, it has helped many to new handicrafts, and espe- 
cially to settle on the land that, unlike in Palestine, is freely given by the 
Government to any one desirous of taking up agriculture. But 1 cannot 
refrain from quoting the claim made to me in a letter by one of its greatest 

workers, Dr. Mowshowitsch, that. “* the idéa of Reconstruction in Russia, 


where there is so much room and where so many millions of Jews will have — 


to stay, should at least deserve as much attention as the idea of Reconstruction, 
in other places where there is much less room for Jews.” The promotion 
of this projected Keren Hayesod for agricultural settlements in the Diaspora 
is an obvious matter for the World Congress, especially in view of the fact 
that in these strange economic conditions of Russia a whole family may now 
be settled for 250 “@ollaxs,

With regard to propositions of colonization in mass, let me say briefly but 


the presence of this great audience alone makes ridiculous. What! there 

is a danger of Jewish Nationalism in New York! Yet it would not grow 

up on a soil of its own. Jews will go anywhere, and it is a thousand pities 

that a perverted Zionism by its caricatures of the Galveston work kept

And that brings me finally to your own affairs. Your country stands at 
the parting of the ways, suffering from the same post-war tendency to violence 
as Europe, tending to take, as Europe has taken, the wrong turning. It ig 
true she has politically cut herself away from our “ Cockpit,” and if this means 
a rebuke to Europe, a veiled promise to return to our he ip it we will turn the 
cockpit into a concert- hall, then her isolation is noble—worthy of the great 
country of Lincoln and Roosevelt. But if it is merely inspired by that same 
old ideal of self-sufficient sovereignty—as though people by being merely 
massed together and sporting a flag could be above Reason, above Justice, 
‘above God—then her failure to help us is a treason to humanity, it is an 
immoral isolation. I do not say she has stood aside from stripped, wounded 
and half-dead Europe like the Levite of the parable ; on the contrary, but 
for her unequalled generosity the destruction of Europe would have been 
almost complete. At the Museum of the League of Nations in Geneva, 
I saw that America’s contribution in good works of every sort far 
outweighed that of all the rest of the world put together; a record which 
American Jewry has paralleled in its own sphere. But Europe needs 
more than doles in aid, and it is for you Jews, who hold in common with 
all good Americans the honour of your country in your keeping, to save 
America from infidelity to her mission of salvation. Here for once you 
may be legitimately more American than the Americans. For the great 
American ideals are Jewish ideals, and their destruction would be more tragie 


for the world than even the destruction of the Jews. Bryce, in his great | 


work on your Commonwealth, applies to your coumry Dante’s famous 


simile of the lamp-bearer whose lamp guides and lights others over the road 
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she has passed ahead. But, alas ! the lamp after cheering all humanity with the 
radiance of a nobler world, threatens to leave a darkness that will be’ only the 
more tragically and tangibly felt ; and instead of that great vision of world- 


peace which President Wilson lit up for us, America’s lamp now shows only. 


her road veering back to the old malarious swamps of European nationalism— 
nationalism in that fanatical form which made a Balkan patriot recently 
lament that there was no chance for his Christian country unless its Jews and 
Moslems were killed off. In this backward course your Ku Klux Klan have 
not yet arrived at full European bloodthirstiness, but their falsification of 
American history and their bigoted campaign menace the America of Wash- 
ington and Lincoln with a reversion to the mediavalism which Europe has 
never really shaken off. Professor James Taft Hatfield has amusingly shown 
the whole idea of the K.K-K. is ultimately of German inspiration, coming 
from Goethe through Walter Scott. You must fight this grotesque Klan, 
not because it is a menace to Jews, but because it is a menace to America. 
You must fight it also by all moral weapons, not only because of impugned 
Judaism, but also because of its insulis to the Catholic Church, which, when 
all is said, has to its credit more noble and beautiful achievements of the human 
spirit than anything the Klan can boast of. 


Death Worth Dying. 
But the antics of the Klan are not the only sinister phenomena in your 


environment. The recent refusal of naturalization to Hindoos is ag — 
significant as the limitation of European. immigration at the moment of. 


Europe’s greatest misery and by a method still crueller in the working, 
though this last will, I gather, soon receive a merciful modification. Thereisa 
hardening to a sort of Nordic nationalism, based on pseudo-scientific theories 3 
theories that utterly ignore that the savage North has always gone to the sunny 
_South—to Athens and.Rome, aye, even to Jerusalem for its art, its legislation, 
its religion. Just as France has turned into a Prussia, so America, misunder- 
standing the richness produced by the diversity of her peoples, as of her 
scenery, and forgetting that it is rather a Continent than a country, seems 
itching to turn into,a China, inhabited by monotonous millions of hundred- 
per-centers. America still ealls herself God’s own country, but let her beware 
lest God emigrate. He does not need her visa. Hamlet defines the politician 
as “one who would circumvent God.” But God is not to be mocked, and 
for every white you keep out, a black will migrate North, leaving the South 
economically forlorn, and will finally multiply against you. Already the 
ecloured populations of the world are 1,150 millions to 500 millions, and 
now that we are teaching them all the devilries of our science, unless the white 
man behaves as such, his day will soon be over. All this Nordic nonsense, 


of which the only alleviation is that it rehabilitates the great German people, — 


comes from ‘the attempt to fill the gap left by the subsidence of religion, 
which its priests have failed to maintain. It is a seeking to create a National 
God and of the most primitive species. It is time we Jews reasserted the 
Universal God and the unity of civilization. It is time we stop this attempt 
to make politics religion, and help make religion politics. ‘“‘ Back to Christ” 
is the cry of the despairing thinker of Europe. But Love and Mercy, Reason 
and Justice, were in the world before Christ, and our ery is not so much 


“back to Moses ” as back to these and their sources, that source of Love — 


and Merey which welled through our people even before Moses. iY 

If Europe has taken the wrong turning, it may be that your mission is to 
help America to take the right one. Perhaps it is the role of the millions of 
Jews gathered here to help America to keep American. Thus not in avoiding 
a Jewish policy, but precisely in creating one, would lie your truest American- 
ism, -, Your new President, I rejoice to see—and the genius of America is 
nowhere more convincingly shown than in her ability to pour out almost as 
at hazard one fine spirit after another to fill her presidential chair—has 
ranged himself with those who believe not in Might but in Right. I think 
under his sway you will be safe, even if you try to express practically that 
practical idealism with which Mr. Coolidge credits his people. When Isaiah 
asks, ‘‘Watchman, what of the night ?” there is a wonderful answer, “ The

AN. ARAB AGENCY PROPOSED. 


OFFER REJECTED. 


A Bad Blow for the Government. 


Sir Herbert Samuel invited representative Arabs, including mayorg} 
members of the Arab Executive, and the Moslem Supreme Council ang 
other bodies, to hear an official statement made by him on Thursday of 
last week on behalf of the British Government. Sir Herbert said: 


Examination of the numerous representations made by sectiong 

of the Arab community shows that the special position accorded te 
the Jewish Agency under Article 4 of the Mandate has been the 
subject of frequent complaint. The Agency is vested at present ig 
the Zionist Organisation. , Through its officers here it has access to 
the High Commissioner and to Government Departments, and it hag 
been urged that it occupied a privileged position compared with the 
non-Jewish population. It was hoped that the Legislative Council, 
containing Arab elected members, would act as the spokesmen of 
the population as a whole, but as the Council was not yet in being 
the Government considered how best to meet Arab objections to 
the Jewish Agency, though no concrete hardship had resulted from 
the existence of the Agency. | : 
_It is impossible to alter the Mandate finally passed by the Leagua 
of Nations, but the Government is prepared to recognise an Arab 
body on the same footing as the Jewish Agency under the Mandate, 
They believe that they will so place beyond question their desire 
and intention to deal with absolute impartiality between the different 
communities in Palestine. 

According to the Mandate the Jewish Agency is recognised as 4 
public body advising and co-operating with the Administration on 
social and economic matters affecting Jewish interest and, subject 
to the control of the Administration, to assist in the development of 
the country. : | 

The Arab Agency will fulfil similar functions in respect to the 
Arab population, and, touching public works, will occupy a position 
resembling that of the Jewish Agency under Article 11 of the Mandate. 
Touching immigration, it will have the right to be consulted as to the 
execution of Article 6, that the rights of the non-Jewish population 
be unprejudiced. The Arab Agency will falfil the functions of con- 
trolling immigration intended, under Article 84 of the Palestine Ordor 
in Council of 1922, to be fulfilled by a committee consisting of not 
less than half of elected members of the Legislative Council—namely, 
the Committee consisting of not less than four Moslems, one Jew, 
and one Christian. 


Tho High Commissioner added that he was prepared to consult 


leading Palestine Arabs in order to assure the best method for the con- 


stitution of the Agency, and that it should be fully representative. If 
the Agency were accepted, the League of Nations would be approached 
to put it on a formal footing. It would not be a legislative body, buf 
equivalent to the Zionist Organisation, Sir Herbert continued.

The Zionism which Zangwill has proclaimed is counterfeit.” | 
After the session Mr. ZANGWILL was entertained to luncheon, and 
replied to the attacks which had been made on him. The Press, he said, 
had perverted his views. The Zionists appeared to think that the Arabs 
were fools. They did not read the Arab newspapers. They did not 


understand what the Arabs were saying. The Arabs said straight out 


“You can’t havea Jewish home in Palestine unless you are the masters 
there.” The Arabs understood what politics meant. The Jews did not 
understand. Having been away from their own politics for eighteen 
hundred and fifty years they had forgotten the meaning of politics. As & 
Jew, he was supposed to be an enemy of the Arabs. And yet, he was 
told that the Arabs, under the Mandate, were entitied to a Constitution. 
But he knew why they wanted a Constitution. It wasin order to prevent 
Jewish immigration to Palestine. That is why he demanded that, 
according to the Mandate, the Government must have the right of veto 
on any anti-Jewish immigration laws. | 7 


The whole American Jewish Press attacks Mr. Zangwill’s speech at 


(the Congress, denouncing it as harmful and as displaying a complete lack 


of statesmanship. The non-Jewish Press, too, devotes a great deal of space 
tothe subject. The Mvening Post, the Tribune, and the Globe, all express 


that Zionism will succeed, despite the slow progress which is being 
made. 


Congress Resolutions. 


The American Jewish Congress has adopted a number of resolu- 
tions. The first calls for the creation of a Jewish World Congress to 
deal primarily with the question of work for Palestine, the Congress ta 
be democratically elected. The Executive of the American Jewish 
Congress is instructed to communicate with the responsible Jewish 
national and international organisations, in order to convene such @ 
World Congress as soon as possible. A further resolution adopted declares 
the American Jewish Congress a permanent institution, and recommends 
steps to establish democratic Jewish communities throughout the United 
Btates of America. 

The United States Government is urged to abolish restrictions on 
immigration. Another resolution demands that Jews who have lost 
their citizenship owing to a change of boundaries should be entitled to 
free movement within the pre-war boundaries until the citizenship of the 
respective States is finally established. The Congress decided to send 
greetings to Dr. Weizmann, expressing appreciation of his historic 
services in the securing of the Palestine Mandate. It was decided also 
to welcome Mr. Lloyd George formally to the United States and to thank 
him for his service to the Zionist cause. — 
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AN ARAB AGENCY PROPOSED. —Continued from previous page. 


The Government is not prepared to make any changes in the 
Constitution as previously proposed, and the present communication 
embodies the whole conclusions of the British Government. Those 
who anticipate a further declaration in a different sense mislead them- 
selves andothers. I am also requested by His Majesty's Government 
to say further that they regard the establishment of an Arab Agency 
a8 a very great advance in the direction of meeting the wishes of the 
Arab population, and consider that it should be accepted as asettlement 
of the points in controversy. If it is not so accepted they will not 
proceed with it. This proposal, like those for the Legislative Council, 
is intended to afford an opportunity 'to the Arabs to share in the 
conduct of the country’s affairs, but it is for the people and their 
spokesmen to decide whether they desire to accept the opportunity 


now afforded, 
The Arab Decision. 


On Friday, Musa Kazim Pasha called at Government House and 
formally declared to Sir Herbert Samuel that the Arab notables were 
unanimous in declining the offer, since, never having recognised the 
validity of the Jewish Agency, they did not desire to appear to recog- 
nise if by accepting the establishment of an Arab Agency on the same 


The Arab Delegation is said to be be drawing upa detailed statement 
on the subject for presentation to the Government, in which the previous 
claims of the Arab Delegation will be reiterated, demanding the estab- 
lishment of a national constitutional government in Palestine, in accord- 
ance with the wishes of the whole Arab people, and the abandonment 
of any Zionist policy involving recognition of the Zionist Organisation as 
an official body, or recognition of Hebrew as an official language, as well 
as the withdrawal of any economic concessions to Jews, or preference to 
them in settlement on State and other lands. py sy 
 . The Times of last Monday devoted a leading article to the Arab 
rejection of the British offer, which it described as “ faithful to their 
policy of ‘ boycotting’ the Administration.” ‘“ British policy in Palestine,” 
it continued, “is based upon the Balfour Declaration of November, 1917, 
which laid down, on the one hand, that we would use our best endeavours 
to further the establishment of ‘a national home’ there ‘for the Jewish 


_ people,’ and, on the other, that nothing should be done to prejudice the 


civil and religious rights of existing non-Jewish communities. There 
cannot be any question of changing these principles. They are embodied 


_ in our Mandate as approved by the League of Nations and we are under 


an international obligation to observe them. .. . We cannot break 


our pledges to the Jews or our obligations to the League of Nations. It 


: bo te therefore, for us to withdraw the privileges of the Jewish 
ency.” 

After recounting the various plans that have been adumbrated to 
concillate Arab intransigemce, the Times concludes that if the Arabs do 
not decide to accept the offer, there will be only one course open to the 
Government. 

The Palestine Mandate (it says) which came into full force at the 
end of last month, invests them (the Government), with ample powers 
for the government ofa population who decline the large part offered 
them in the administration of their affairs. Those powers must be 
exercised, and the administration conducted as it has been con- 
ducted hitherto—without fear or favour towards any section of the 
people, but to the great material advantage of all the peoples of 
Palestine. If they refuse to help inthe work we must, and will, 
_ fulfil our undertaking to do it ourselves.

Jewry’s World-Mission. 
ADDRESS BY SIR ALFRED MOND. 


At a reception held in his honour in the Town Hail, New York, on 


September 26th, Sir Alfred Mond, M.P., said that the British Government 
had given the Jews of the world their great opportunity, aud expected 
them to make use ofit. In Palestine every colonist was heart and soul 
working to build a country which he felt was his Homeland. The Jews 
could capitalise that spirit. He wanted American Jews to go to Palestine, 
not only to look atit, but to stop there. They must work with the Arab, 


and convince him that the more Jews came to Palestine the better off he 


would be. Capital was required for immigration, and he looked to them 
to supply the necessary funds to the Keren Hayesod. | Palestine was a 
link that drew together Jews all over the world. The Jewish Agency 
under the Mandate was the broadest possible basis for all those who 


wished to help. I¢ would be an immense aid to Palestine, and a great 


strength to the Zionist Organisation. One of the greatest faults of the 
Jews was disunion. The more united their front, the greater their 
strength in Palestine. Their only danger was that they might not do 
enough to justify the British Government and the other Governments for 
maintaining the Balfour Declaration. Their mission was not merely a 


Jewish, but a world-mission. The Jewish race was especially fitted for 
the purpose of acting as interpreter of the Kast to the West and the West 


 §to the East. The country standing at the gateway between East and 


West could be of incalculable service to humanity, 


In an interview with The New Palestine, the officlal organ ‘of the 


Zionist Organisation, Sir Alfred Mond said: 


Is it not indeed a great idea, the consummation and fruition of which 
we are witnessing in wonder and amazement to-day, an idea which the 
sword and fire, dungeon and persecution, have been powerless to kill? 
What is called Zionism is the oldest Nationalist movement in the world. 
Put side by side with Mr. Balfour’s famous declaration, the declaration 
of two other great men, Amos and Isaiah to wit. 

Here is the declaration of Amos: “I will bring again the captivity of 
my people Israel, and they shall build the waste cities, and inhabit them; 
and they shaii piant vineyards, and drink the wine thereof; they shall 
also make gardens and eat the fruit ofthem. And I will plant them upon 
their land, and they shall no more be plucked up out of their land which 
I have given them, saith the Lord.” 

Isaiah sounds the same hopeful note (continued Sir Alfred): “The 
Lord shall comfort Zion: He shall comfort all her waste places,-and He

Palestine After the War.” 


LECTURE BY COLONEL COSTELLO, V.C. 


Colonel. Commandant LE. W. Costelo, V.C., lecturing to the Central

THE THIRTEENTH CONGRESS. 
And Now ? 


From Mir. J. Myrtle. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


§in,—Some months have’ elapsed since the Thirteenth Zion, 
Congress. A great deal has been written, and isstill being written, about 
the proceedings of that gathering. There is much discussion ag to 
whether the Congress made a good or bad impression. Some of the 
old Congress people were disappointed, because they did not find there 
that glowing warmth and those high spirits which used to charactecrige 
the earlier Congresses. Bat the very absence of these emotiona) 
cutbursts are regarded by those in closer touch with parliamentary 
life, as a sign of the growth and maturing of the Movement. The 
Zionist “parliament,” they say, has at last freed itself from its youthty) 
irresponsibility, has abandoned everything that is in the nature of a 
demonstration, concentrating its attention, ability, and energy upon 
practical politics. | 

It wonld, no doubt, be a very good thing if it were possible that 
Congress discussions, while conducted with the businesslike thoroughness 
and parliamentary orderliness (as was the case at the Thirteenth Congress), 
should at the same time be accumpanied by more warmth and inspira. 
tion, for, despite our critical acumen, we are an emotional people, and our 
national movement cannot dispense with enthusiasm. 3 

But it must be borne in mind thata Zionist Congress, as Dr. Schmarya 
Levin has so aptly said, is but the kitchen where Zionism is prepared, 
‘Nor is it only a kitchen; it also representsa court of “ justice,” where 
every delegate has the privilege, of which he invariably avails himse!/, of 
reading an indictment against the leaders and their policy as well as 
somebody else’s policy. It is a place where a kind of grand inquest is 
instituted, where the past is exhumed, examined and re-examined, 


where sins of commission and omission, real and apparent, are scrupn- 


lously investigated, and where those who are thought to be responsible 
are mercilessly judged, and ruthlessly misjudged. All things considered, 
the wonder is not, as Dr. Johnson said, that the deg did not dance well, 
‘but that he danced at all. : 

The Thirteenth Congress, meeting as it did after a period ot 
unparalleled strain and stress, after years of suspense and uninterrupted 
crises, both political and economic; faced by continued attacks and 
hostility from without, and what is worse, by painful inertia from within, 
it could hardly be expected that in such circumstances and in so 


irritating a mood, it should indulge in joyous demonstrations and engage 


in spiritual and emotional festivity. : 
It is indeed amazing that with so heavy a record of the past, and 
such baffting problems concerning the fature, the Thirteenth Congress 
‘did not lese itself, but that with remarkable equanimity and tenacity of 
purpose it faced all the difficulties, and sought new ways and meansto 


overcome the innumerable obstacles in the way of the rebuilding of the 


Jewish National Home, 
The Congress, however, lasted but two weeks, and the impression it 
makes, or omits to make, is of minor significance; it is the two years 
intervening between the Congresses that matter, Whatnow? That is 
the question. The Thirteenth Congress marked a definite period in the 


history of the Movement. It ended a chapter in one of the most remark- 
* able stories of modern times. Everything now cefitres around one main 


‘problem ; how to build and expedite the building of the Jewish National 
Home in Eretz Yisrael. The long and exhaustive debates, however, 
circuitous, involved and interwoven with other subsidiary questions, 
centred around this one problem. That is evidenced by ‘the faet that 
while there were differences of opinion about men and methods, there 
Was complete unanimity about the Keren Hayesod. It was recognised 
‘that the financial instrument of the rebuilding of Palestine, which has 
been for the past few years the main fund for Palestine work, must 
remain in future the chief financial source for all activity in Palestine. 
The Zionist political situation may or may not be satisfactory, but 


_ the Palestine Mandate has entered into full legal force, whieh is agood 


enough basis for Eretz Yisrael work. The success of Palestine, as the 
Duke of Devonshire said at the Imperial Conference, is ultimately depen- 
dent upon the economic development ofthe country. Will the Jews set 
to work in that direction ? | 

Are the Jews going to help to bring in and settle in Palestine as many 
dews-as possible inthe only country where the doors.are not-barred aud 
bolted before them? Whatnow? “Andif not now, when? ” 

What in particular are the Jews in England, who have hitherto don¢

MEETING AT EXETER. 
Under the auspices of the Church Mission to Jews, lately known as 


the Londen Society for Promoting Christianity among the Jews, a con-

Nothing 
could destroy the Jew; he was the living, walking, witness of the truth 
of the pro . All that was happening to the Jews to-day was in 
fulfilment of the prophetic Scriptures.” 

The Rey, A. J. Culwick said: ‘ A general impression of the Jews was 
that they were good for nothing but making money, or, perhaps, for sell- 
ingold clothes. But the Jews were notall of one class.. There was the 
materialistic Jew, who had had his materialism put on him by his treat- 
ment at the hands of so-called Christian people, but there was also the 
idealistic Jew, the musical Jew, and the philanthropic Jew, who cared 
very little for money.”

The Vilna Troupe at the Pavilion, Whitechapel, have recently pre- 
sented two very widely-differing plays in Sholem Aleichem’'s “The Great 
Prize,” and Sholem Asch’s “The God of Vengeance.” Sholem Aleichem 
is without doubt one of the greatest exponents of Jewish life, and there 
is a deep philosophy behind his extravagant humour. His philosophy 
consists of a healthy optimism, healthy because it is not based on false 
illusions. His characters realise their misfortunes, but they meet them 
with resignation—resignation not in the fatalistic, but in the ecclesiastical 
sense of “vanity of vanities.” That essentially Jewish philosophy of 
pessimistic-optimism is admirably portrayed by the Vilna Troupe in 

The Great Prize,” which shows how a tailor wins a fortune in a lottery, 
and finds no peace until he has been swindled out of it. The characters, 
both in their poverty and in their sudden and short-lived affluence, are 
portrayed with absolute truth to life. 

Of quite a different calibre is Sholem Asch’s “God of Vengeance.” 
will be recalled that the play (which had been previously produced in 
London) was recently banned in the United States. The Lord Chamber- 
lain allowedits production at the Pavilion on condition that certain scenes 
should be omitted. “The God of Vengeance” is a play of considerable 
dramatic power, with perhaps a touch of sensationalism,and seems 
- 40 owe something to the influence of Ibsen. A Jew who keeps a dis- 

reputable house is anxious above all things to secure the chastity of his 
daughter. When his illusions on this point are shattered, he becomes 
frantic to the point of insanity, degenerating into sordid crime. ‘The 
God of Vengeance ” is intensely emotional and of strong ethical appeal— 
but it must undoubtedly be classed in the category of ‘ unpleasant” plays. 
The acting of the Vilna Troupe is in both cases magnificent. 


“Trust Emily,’ 

“Trust Emily,” produced at the Criterion on Wednesday of last week, 
cannot be described as a very notable achievement. Itis a farce of the 
“horse-play" type, most of the humour of which consists in smashing 
Crockery and falling down. That is, of course, quite a legitimate way of 

provoking laughter, but it does not imply a very lofty conception of the 
drama. The story deals with a rich young man who is pursued by a 
number of women, and who, in order to elude them, manages to get them 
locked upin various rooms. The remainder of the play is carried on to a 
sort of musical accompaniment of banging at doors and the crash of 
various people falling down. The cast is quite unnecessarily excellent. 
The Misses Edna Best, Helen Haye, Athene Seyler, and Nadine March, and, 


of course, Miss Connie Ediss, are all comedy actresses of the first rank; | 


and it is rather sad to soe them condemned to the tomfoolery of “ Trust 
Emily.” However, there is something primitive in the nature of man 
that makes him laugh whenever anyone falls down, so really there is no 


reason why this easiest and most direct method should not be adopted by 
writers and producers of farces. ee |
